SIR ROBERT PEEL. 

Tue death of the only proved statesman to whom England 
would have looked with confidence, in the event of her being 
called to play more than the part of a spectator in the affairs 
of Europe, talls upon this country ith accumulated grief in 
times of such trouble as the present, when we alone appear 
to stand firm amidst the rocking of states and empires. Ilow 
universally his death will be felt it is unnecessary to say. [Even 
those who have carried their enmity to a degree of fanaticism 
will not fail to let the heart take lead of the head, and do some 
justice to the greatness which made them formidable before 
they repudiated its guidance. 

What the effect of this calamity will be upon the present 
state of partics w llbea subject for consideration by and by 
though not in this journal, “All we have to do is to join iz 
that general note of mourning which laments the loss of our 
greatest statesman. 

A man of wonderful erudition, of mental power, and of 
equal personal dignity and command,—a great patron of the 
arts and sciences, and perhaps the keenest interpreter of the 
passing history of the world,—has dropped from us in the prime 
of a glorious sunset. Let each man point the moral of this 
sad event for himself. 


Ons of the cases to which we referred jn our last number has 
advanced a stage further in publicity, and appears in the police 
reports of Monday last. We should be glad to think that what 
transpired before Mr. Bingham had muel altered the character 
of the transaction; but while it has placed it in a light more 
favourable to Mr. Wayre, the mercer—more favourable jinas- 
much asa defined charge is less alarming than a vague one— 
we cannot say that he has at all vindicated his character ot 
made out such a defence as will suffer ladies to enter his shop 
in future with the confidence they have a right to ask. 

His defence, and we are auxious that he should have the 
full benefit of it, is as follows:—Mrs. Hannah Denning came 
into his shop to buy a mantle which that lady asserted had 
been ticketed in the window at a guinea; the price demanded 
was a guinea and half; and when Mrs, Denning demurred to 
this Mr. Wayre produced the tic-ket—the same, as he and his 
shopman state, which had been in the window —and this ticket 
ceitainly bore the mark of a guinea and half, But Mrs. Den- 
ning objected that it was not the same; in which assertion 
she is fully borne out by the friend who accompanied her into 
the shop. At this point she was imprudent enough to tell the 
defendant sharply that he was endeavouring to cheat her, and 
therefore he requested her to leave the shop, and put his hand 
on her shoulder while making this request. As his justifi ation 
for this piece of gross impertinence he alleges that, from the 
number of persons who came to the shop who were sent in by 
jealous rivals, he thought ~he had not really intended to make 
a purchase, but was a tool in the hands of others. 

Mr. Wayre cannot be so wanting in common sense as to 
suppose that an empty and idle supposition was enough to 
justify him in turning a lady out of his shop, no matter how 
politely and courteously.”’ Nor can he be ignorant that— 
even admitting that the ticket exhibited at the counter wal the 
same which was exhibited in the window—the way in which 
these half-guinea marks are made upon tickets is perfectly 
unwarrantable by any law of morality or fair dealing. A large 
fizure denotes a marvellously small price for some article, and 
added to this, in faint character, is some addition amounting in 
the case in question to no less than 40 per cent. To describe 
this practice in vulgar phrase, we might Cal] it a rank “take 
in.’ Give Mr. Wayre the benetit of the fact that the practice 
is a universal one, no man who adopts it Can deny that he has 
exposed himself to he fairly charged with an attempt to mis- 
lead. Mrs. Denning gave the ruse a Stfonger name; but 
speaking strictly, she spoke not one jot in excess of the facet 
The prevalence of a bad custom will not render it a good one. 
But when to these unworthy tricks of trade there is aden the 
assumption that a draper has a right to turn women out of 
his shop=polirely(!) or violently, we care not—it becomes 
important that the matter should be made pubiie for the sake 
of others, who owe much to Mrs. Denning for the spirit she 
has shown in the present case.

M. DE LAMARTINE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE LADY’S NEWSPAPER. 


Sir,—‘ M. de Lamartine embarked at Marseilles for the East on 
the morning of the 2lst,” says your Paris correspondent. In 
perusing this announcement, one cannot be otherwise than much 
struck with the remarkable coincidence between this and other 
events connected with Lamartine’s recent political experience, and 
the predictions uttered by Lady Hester Stanhope on the occasion of 
Lamartine’s visit to that eccentric lady at Dgioun, on the mountains 
of Lebanon, in the autumn of 1832. In the course of this inter- 
view Lady Hester remarked, ‘‘ Europe is done for; France alone 
has a great task to fulfil; you will take part in it.”? ‘Towards the 
close of their conversation she observed, ‘‘ You will return to the 
West, but you will not be very long before you come back to the 
Fast; it is your country.” Without confessing myself a convert to 
the art of divination, I think it interesting thus to note the un- 
mistakable fulfilment of Lady Stanhope’s forebodings as evi- 
denced in Lamartine’s chequered career during the recent periods 
of his country’s history. W. 


TABLE TALK. 


The Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty have received 
intelligence from Captain Collinson, of her Majesty’s ship ENTER- 
FRISE, then at Fortescue Bay, Straits of Magellan. The date is 
April 18, 


The commissioners for the exhibition of 1851 in their late 
report deem it desirable to call attention to the fact, that the last 
three exhibitions of this nature which have taken place in Paris 
have been held on a site (the Champs Elysées) very closely corre- 
sponding to our own Hyde-park in many respects, and particularly 
resembling it in being the most fashionable and the most frequented 
promenade in Paris, more frequented indeed than the particular 
spot selected on the present occasion has ever been, or is likely to 
be, and yet it does not appear that the Parisians have had occasion 
to complain of those annoyances which are now apprehended by 
some persons in this country. 


The literary and scientific meetings of the past week com- 
prise the Entomological, United Service Institution, Horticultural, 
Royal Botanic, Archeological Association, Zoological, and Bo- 
tanical. 


The cultivation of the vine in the southern provinces of 
Russia has been much encouraged by the Government, but the 
quantity of wine produced is still very insignificant compared with 
what is imported from foreign countries, and especially from 
France. In St. Petersburg alone the consumption of champagne 
amounts to 690,500 bottles annually, although it is an expensive 
article. 


At the conclusion of the grand debate on Greece Mr. 
Roebuck said that, if he believed tne House of Commons could con- 
demn the policy of the noble lord, then he would believe the nations 
of the world had reason for supposing that by conspiring together 
they might crush us! (Cheers.) The House divided on Mr. Roe- 
buck’s motion, when the numbers were—Ayes, 310; noes, 264: 
majority in favour of the motion, 46. The announcement of the 
numbers was received with cheers. The House adjourned at four 
o’clock in the morning. ‘Thus ended the strife. 


In private life (observed Mr. Cobden in the House) we no 
longer find it necessary to carry arms about us for our protection, 
as did our forefathers. There has been the discontinuance of the 
practice of duelling, and something should be done to carry the 
same spirit into the intercourse of nations. In domestic life phy- 
sical correction is giving way to moral influence. In schools and 
in lunatic asylums this principle is successfully adopted, and even 
the training of the lower animals is found to be better done by 
persuasion. Can’t you adopt something of this in the inter- 
course of nations? Whoever brings forward sucha measure shall 
have my support; and if it should happen, as the hon. member has 
threatened me, that the consequences of my vote shall be the loss 
of my seat in this House, then I say, that next to the satisfaction of 
having contributed to the advance of one’s convictions is, in my 
pinion, the satisfaction of having sacrificed something for them!

MISCELLANEOUS. 


ARRIVAL or THE Kon-1-Noor DiAMonp.—This price- 
less gem arrived at Plymouth in her Majesty’s steam-sloop Medea , 
Commander Nicholas Lockyer, R.N., on Saturday morning last, at 
Seven v’clock, in the custody of Col. Mack+son, of the Kast India 
Company’s service, and Capt. Ramsay, military secretary to the 
Governor-General of India. The jewel was not transhipped, but 
was taken to Portsmouth in the Medea, where it remained on board 
in charge of the above officers, awaiting instructions from the 
Home-oflice as to its disposal. The Medea, on her passage from 
China, experienced awful weather, and was nearly lost in a typhoon 
off the Mauritius, An egg cut in two will give some idea of the 
size. It has been valued at £2000,000 sterling. 


KeENsINGToN GArpENs.—The band of the 2nd Life

West Inpra Pines.—The vessel Agnes, arrived in the 
West India Docks, from Nassau, New Providence, has brought 
12,000 pine apples, consigned to a well-known house, as part of her 
cargo. This is the first direct importation of West India pine 
apples into the metropolis duiing the present season. 


ArmospHeric HayMAKING.—The other day a whirlwind 
visited a hayfield on a farm of Lord Braybrooke’s, near Saffron 
Walden, and rather astonished the troop of haymakers by hurrying 
off part of the materials upon which they were labouring, carrying 
it in fantastic shapes over the tops of the tall tress, and depositing 
some of it half a mile off. 


Cop Liver O1n.—Such has been the extraordinary 
demand for cod liver oil for medicinal purposes that the price has 
risen from £20 to £36 a ton. 


A New Cauirornia.—A discovery of a new gold region 
in the republic of Venezuela has been announced. ‘The circular 
which was printed at Ciudad Bolivar, in Angostura, is in Spanish, 
and is headed “ El Oro del Yururay.”’ It sets forth that one Senor 
Pedro Monasterio, an inhabitant of the province of Barquesimeto, 
had just arrived from Upata, bringing with him the intelligence 
that rich auriferous grounds existed in the vicinity of the Yururay 
rivers, and producing visible tokens of the authenticity of the fact 
in the shape of samples of the precious mineral to the amount of 
150 ounces. These are stated to be composed of grains of various 
sizes, some of which are as large as lentils or grains of coffee, and 
some so large as to exceed half an ounce in weight. The standard 
of the ore is represented as of the highest purity, being of 24 
carats. 
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NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Brunswick. —THE CHoLERA.—After the fearful and greatly 
dreaded scourge had partially quitted the city of Brunswick, it has 
returned under a more virulent and apparently more prominent 
form. It has appeared chiefly among the lower classes who reside 
in parts near the water. 

E@ypr.—ALEXANDRIA.—In June the Viceroy Abbas Pasha 
came down from Cairo, and put to sea with three steamers for the 
island of Rhodes, to pay his respects to the Sultan, who was known 
to be there, and who had waited for his Highness. After per- 
forming quarantine Abbas Pasha was received in the most flatter- 
ing manner by the Sultan. His Turkish Majesty presented the 
Viceroy with a decoration, and the latter made over to him the 
fine screw.steamer Sharkeeyeh, which was so much admired in 
England, with all her appointments complete, every description of 
stores and provisions, a valuable horse and richly-embroidered 
saddle, and £50,000 sterling in hard dollars. Before going to 
Rhodes the Sultan visited some of the islands of the Archipelago 
and Candia, where his Majesty arrived on the 4th, and landed at 
Suda Bay with great pomp and ceremony. While at the town of 
Canea, the Sultan received Captain Graves and the officers of the 
surveying-ship Volage, who had been attentive in saluting and 
assisting in the construction of a landing-place ‘Ihe Sultan pre- 
sented to Captain Graves a snuff box with his cipher enriched with 
diamonds, valued at £150 sterling, and the captain sent to his Ma- 
jesty a coilection of charts. The Viceroy has given to two 
merchants the commission of remitting to Constantinople the 
annual tribute which his Highness has to pay to the Sultan for the 
Pashalick of Egypt. This tribute amounts to a million and athird 
of Spanish dollars, or £280,000 sterling. 

Unirep StaTes.—Aiter a rapid passage across the Atlantic, of 
less than eleven days, the steam-ship AMERICA reached Liverpool 
on Sunday evening. She brings dates from New York to the 19th 
and Halifax to the 22nd ultimo, being four days later than those 
which arrived on Wednesday week by the Atlantic. The 
American prisoners at Havannah had been released by the direc- 
tion of the Spanish authorities. A calamitous fire had taken place 
on board the steamer Griffith, on Lake Erie, on the 16th; 
200 persons perished. The Cuban affair has been entirely settled, 
the American prisoners having been released after passing through 
the form of a trial. A rencontre had taken place in New York 
between Mr. N. P. Willis and Mr. Edwin Forrest, in which the 
former was seriously injured. The Supreme Judicial Court of 
Massachusetts has decided against granting Professor Webster a 
new trial. He will probably be executed, but the time is not yet 
fixed. A destructive conflagration has occurred in Columbia, 
Pennsylvania, in which thirty houses and a railroad depét were 
consumed. 


CanapDA.—A destructive fire took place at Montreal on Saturday 
evening, June 15, consuming two hundred houses and a large 
quantity of lumber. The flames spread with great rapidity, and 
were subdued only by the strenuous exertions of the firemen. 
Among the buildings destroyed were St. Ann’s Church, and a 
number of valuable private dwellings. One or two women did not 
succeed in making their escape, and perished in the flames. 

West Inp1a Maru.—Letters from Martinique mention a revolt 
of the negroes against the whites. Many persons were killed, and 
a city set on fire in several places. The grossest outrages had been 
committed ; but at the latest dates the whites were under arms, 
and the blacks keptin awe. The TRENT royal mail steam-ship, 
Captain Clark, arrived at Southampton on Tuesday, with the West 
India and Pacific mails. She left Jamaica on the 7th ult.; conse- 
quently her news has been anticipated vid New York, The Trent 
brings on freight the Jarge sum of 1,219,550 dollars on merchants’ 
account, a great quantity of which consists of Californian gold, 

InpDIA AND CHINA.—THE OVERLAND Matvt.—A file of Bombay 
papers has reached us to the 25th of May. The principal event isa 
deplorable accident at Benares, described in another column. India 
is tranquil throughout. The Affredees have lately behaved 
peaceably, and appear anxious for anaccommodation. The Supreme 
Government is understood to have rescinded its orders respecting 
the working of the salt mines at Kohat, which had occasioned the 
disaffection of the Affredees and Wuzarees, and rendered those 
tribes accessible to the intrigues of Dhost Mahomed. The hill 
tribes have, therefore, succeeded in compelling the adoption of free- 
trade principles as respects salt. 

Cuina.— The China papers of the month of May are barren of 
incident. Business is reported rather dull. The pirate chief 
Shap’igtsai (whose fleet was recently destroyed by the English 
men-of-war in the Gulf of Tonquin) had given in his submissicn 
to the Chinese Government on terms which had secured office to 
himself and his lieutenants, and amnesty for his followers. He is 
now a mardarin of the fifth grade. His followers are pardoned 
and ‘‘affectionately admonished to return to their homes and 
endeavour to become good subjects.”’ 

SaraAwak.—Late accounts from Sarawak inform us that a memo- 
rial had been forwarded to that place signed by about fifty of the 
principal Malay and Dyak chiefs of Serebas, promising never to 
commit piracy again, and agreeing to give information of others 
who might intend to go pirating from their river, &c. These chiefs 
represent 250 Dyak villages, besides the Malay inhabitants, 

Cocuin.—Accounts from Cochin China state that cholera had 
made its appearance in that country and had committed great 
ravages, traversing the whole kingdom.

Sir Rozert Peet 1s Deap! Seldom have we to give currency 
to a phrase of more mournful import; as it was borne on the public 
voice every bosom became penetrated with deep-felt sorrow. It has 
thrilled through the ramified fibres of society with the painful 
emotion of a national calamity ; and, although as a people we feel 
more personally the loss of this great statesmen, still, as the melan- 
choly news reaches shore after shore, the whole civilized world will 
offer unprejudiced homage to his talents, and unaffected regret for 
his melancholy death. In the destinies of nations his voice was 
potent; for as society advanced he made his private feelings suc- 
cumb to national policy, thus securing internal peace, while he 
spread abroad those humanizing influences that adapt the body of 
the people to the fulfilment of a progressive position. The shades 
of party differences have disappeared; the wordy wranglings of 
pclitical strife are hushed; the bitterness and anger of the partisan 
have subsided in one universal feeling of regret for the premature 
termination of the career of one of the ablest statesmen in the 
world. The politician, the merchant, the banker, and the 
tradesman feel that a master-mind, ever ready to solve the 
difficult probems of government, has passed away and left 
an irreparable blank. ‘The struggling aspirant for artistic fame, 
or he who already had been acknowledged to have achieved great- 
ness, laments the loss of a discriminating and kind patron; while 
the literary man sorrows for one who aided legitimate talent, and

associated him as a friend at his table. A powerful and wealthy 
party in the state finds itself deprived of a head. A family, 
fruitful with talent, suddenly are bereaved of a venerated parent ; 
a devoted wife of an adored husband; and a monarch, a people, a 
nation, of a great statesman. His virtues were manifold—his 
Christianity practical—and with tne aspirations of the words of the 
Holy Communion on his lips his spirit departed to that “‘ kingdom 
which shall have no end ” 

“ Strange (says the Times) that on the bloodless field of statesman- 
ship death should so often come with the suddenness, the violence, and 
the anguish of war! Chatham fell fighting. His still greater son sank 
under the news of Austerlitz. Perceval was assassinated on the 
threshold of the House, his hand filled with papers, and a speech 
on his tongue. Castlereagh’s end was still more awful. Romilly, 
too, was a statesman as well as a lawyer. Lord Liverpool was 
struck down in the midst of his duties. Canning fell suddenly 
while soaring in the pride of his might. Huskisson perished ter- 
ribly in the midst of his former colleagues, Bentinck aspired to be 
a statesman, and died in full health, without a moment’s warning. 
But who would have thought that-Peel would one day be added to 
the list? The hero of a hundred fights still survives. All around 
us we sce octogenarian generals and admirals surviving countless 
accidents of battle and of flood, and dyi.g at last of slow decay. 
Sir Robert Peel falls by a sudden casualty, before his strength has 
begun to fail or his mind to decline.” 


THE FAMILY OF THE PEELS. 

Sir Robert Peel, father of the late baronet, was born the 25th of 
April, 1750, at Peel’s-cross, near Lancaster; the family was ancient, 
though not wealthy ; he was the third son, and named after his 
father. Robert and most of his brothers were brought up to the 
cotton trade, Purchasing for a small sum a method of leaving a 
pattern of a pure and beautiful white colour on cotton, he joined 
Mr. Yates in an extensive factory at Bury, in Lancashire, and in 
1783 married Ellen, the daughter of his partner, who had just 
attained her 17th year. In 1780 he published a pamphlet entitled 
“The National Debt Productive of National Prosperity ;’’ and in 
1790 was returned a member of Parliament for ‘Tamworth. The 
firm of Yates and Peel amassed a large amount of money, ard in 
1797, in answer to the appeal of Government, purchased into the 
funds £10,000 stock, for which was paid two years after the peace 
£133. 6s. 8d. for each £100. In 1800 Mr. Peel had conferred upon 
him the title of baronet, and in 1820 he retired from Parliament, 
On the 3rd of May, 1530, he died, aged 80, at his seat, Drayton- 
park, Staffordshire. The first wife of Sir Robert Peel died in 1803, 
leaving six sons and five daug'iters ; and in 1805 Sir Robert married 
Susannah, sister of the Rev Sir W. H. Clarke, rector of Bury, then 
in her 53rd year; she died in 1824. Besides his large landed 
property, which he entailed upon his eldest son, together with, it 
is supposed, near half a million in money, he left about £150,000 
to each of his younger sons, and about £50,000 to each of his 
daughters. He had previously advanced or settled uron his several 
children above £240,000, besides an income of £9000 per annum 
secured to his eldest son, 


THE RIGHT HONOURABLE SIR ROBERT PEEL. 


The eldest son of the first baronet, the late Sir Robert Peel, was 
born February 5, 1788, in a small cottage in the neighbourhood 
of Chamber-hall, near Bury, the family mansion at the time 
undergoing repair. _His father, desirous of rearing him in those 
political precepts which he conceived beneficial to his country, and 
anxious that his son should become distinguished among his coun- 
trymen, carefully attended to the first dawn of intellectual life. He 
was afterwards sent to. Harrow, where he was a contemporary of 
Byron, who, in after life, thus spoke of his fellow-student :— 

“Peel, the orator and statesman (that was or is to be), was 
my form-fellow, and We were both at the top of our remove (a public- 
school phrase). We were both on good terms; but his brother was 
my intimate friend. There were always great hopes of Peel amongst 
us all, masters and scholars—and he has not disappointed them. As 
a scholar, he was greatly my superior; as a declaimer and actor, I 
was reckoned at least his equal; as a schoolboy out of school, I was 
always in scrapes, and he never ; and in school he always knew his 
lesson, and I rarely—but when I knew it I knew it nearly as well. 
In general information, history, &c., I think I was his superior, as 
well as of most boys Of my standing.” 

After leaving Harrow young Mr. Peel was entered a gentle- 
man commoner of Christ Church, Oxford, where he most favourably 
distinguished himself, obtaining a double first class. 


POLITICAL CAREER. 

To enter upon this history would be to record the politics of the 
last forty years. We Shall, therefore, only allude to a few striking 
events. 

In 1809, Mr. Peel having become of age, he was returned to Parlia- 
ment as member for Cashel. Early in the following year he wasse- 
lected to second the address in reply to the royal speech on the opening 
of Parliament. It is recorded that his first speech was decidedly 
a successful effort; and, considering that he was scarcely 22 years 
of age, it is remarkable that heshould so soon have taken his position. 
Before the close of the same year he was appointed Under Secre- 
tary of State for the Home Department. He very early displayed 
those administrative abilities which distinguished him in_ every 
official position throughout his official career, so that on the 12th of 
September, 1812, he was appointed to the important post of Chief 
Secretary for Ireland. He had previously been made a Privy 
Councillor. In 1815 the rancorous expressions of opposite politics 
ran so highthat Mr. Peelchallenged D. O’Connell, when the latter 
gentleman was arrested by the sheriff both in Dublin and London. 
In 1817 Mr. Peel introduced the present system of police into 
Ireland. The year 1819, on the most important measure to which the 
name of the deceased baronet is attached—his Currency Bill— 
beheld the father opposing the son in the arena of the Commons. 
The affecticn displayed by each was truly admirable—the parent 
speaking of his son as ‘‘a very near and dear relation ;”” while the 
son observed, ‘I am under the painful necessity of opposing myself 
to an authority to which I have always bowed from my youth up, 
and to which I hope I shall always continue to bow with deference. 
My excuse is that I have a great public duty to perform, and that, 
whatever may be my private feelings, from that duty I must not 
shrink.” In 1817 Mr. Peel was elected as representative of the 
University of Oxford, and so continued to the year 1829, when his 
measures on behalf of the Roman Catholics lost him his election. 
In 1826 he introduced his celebrated reforms of the criminal code, 
but in 1827 refused to hold office under Canning. In 1828 Mr. 
Peel became Secretary of State for the Home Department under 
the Duke of Wellington, and the following year passed the Catholic 
Emancipation Act, and also introduced the new system of police. 
In 1830 the reform «gitation commenced, and Sir R. Peel retired 
from office and reorganized his party under the name of Conserva- 
tives—that is, Tories conceding ‘imperative judicious reforms. 
Summoned from Rome in 1834, he was invested with the office of 
Prime Minister, but, being defeated on the appropriation clause of 
the Irish Tithe Bill in 1835, he resigned. In 1836 he was 
elected Lord Rector of Glasgow University. 1841 saw Sir 
Robert again Minister, and in 1842 he rescued the country from its 
prostrate financial state by the income and property tax. Resiguing 
office, he continued until his late lamented death a practical inde- 
pendent member, forwarding such measures as he believed con- 
ducive to his country’s good, and opposing the contrary. He rather 
aided than thwarted the present Administration until within a few 
hours of the fatal accident. ‘The Times observes:—“ On Friday the 
House of Commons, which, for more than furty years, has witnessed 
the triumphs and reverses of the great Conservative chief, was filled 


with an extraordinary assemblage, anxious for the result of a great 
political crisis. Sir Robert addressed them withan ability and a spirit 
which recalled his more youthful efforts and more powerful days. 
It was the first occasion for four years that elicited any serious or 
direct opposition to the policy of her Majesty’s present advisers ; 
and, not to reopen a debate full of mistakes and cross purposes, it 
must be allowed that the speech was at least an admirable ccfence 
of the principles on which Sir Robert and his colleagues had ever 
proceeded. He sat down, as our report says, amid ‘loud and long- 
continued cheering.’ Within a few hours the statesman who had 
commanded the applause of that listening senate was a wreck of 
life and strength, shattered, feeble, restless, and agonized. ‘The 
feverish interval is past. That heart has ceased to beat; that 
tongue is ever still. ‘That ardent spirit and capacious intellect are 
now in another and unknown world.” 


APPEARANCE IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


“A stranger to the House of Commons,” says [’rancis, ‘‘ who, 
having heard of Sir R. Peel’s influence there, had conccived some 
ideal portrait of a great orator, would be disappointed. * * * 
He would notice with surprise the orator’s elbow resting on the 
table before him, while his pointed finger shakes ominous!y at his 
opponents, and one leg is crossed over the other—the posture of a 
man laying down an argument to a familiar friend—or his thumbs 
buried in the pockets of his capacious waistcoat, while his coat is 
thrown back ostentatiously, as some foreigners do to show their fine 
velvet linings; or, as is more commonly the case, his hands hidden 
under his coat tails, while he stands much as he might with his 
back to a fire; these are not exactly the positions or the gestures of 
a great orator.”’ 

Sir Robert Peel could have no ambition for office for the gain 
accruing ina monetary point of view; titles he had been offered, and 
he rejected them. His feelings on those points are best described by 
himself on resigning vffice in April, 1835:—‘' For myself,” said the 
honourable baronet, ‘‘ the whole of my political life has been spent 
in the House of Commons, the remaiuder of it shall be spent there; 
and, whatever may be the conflict of parties, I, for one, would 
wish to stand well with the House, whether in a majority or in a 
minority.”

FAMILY OF SIR ROBERT PEEL. 


In 1820 Sir Robert married the youngest daughter of General 
Sir Jobn Floyd, by whom he has left four sons and two daughters. 
The eldest daughter married Viscount Villiers, eldest son of the 
Earl of Jersey. Mr. Robert Peel, the eldest son, is chargé d'affaires 
at Berne; Mr. Frederick Peel, distinguished for the honours ob- 
tained at Cambridge, is M.P. for Leomin ter; Captain Wiilam 
Peel, R.N., was promoted to his present rank for his bravery in 
China; Arthur Wellesley Peel is still, we believe, at college; Miiza 
(Miss Peel) is unmarried. So prostrated was the unfortunate Lady 
Peel at the precarious state of her dear husband, and so exhausted 
were the powers of humanity in watchfulness and anxiety, that it 
was judged prudent not to inform her of the inevitable dissolution 
of her beloved husband as the moment of expiring life approached, 
Men of science, art, and literature were frequently summened to 
the hospitable board of Sir R. Peel; and, when poor Haydon 
erroneously snapped the tie of his existence, a messenger was 
instantly despatched with a sum of money for immediate require- 
ments from the generous baronet. ‘The families of the Duke of 
Richmond, the Marquis of Ailsa, Lord Henley, Lord Mounteashel, 
and the Right Hon. G. Dawson, relatives of the deceased baronet, 
are thrown into mourning by the untoward event. 


THE FATAL ACCIDENT. 


On Saturday last, late in the afternoon, Sir Robert Peel was 
proceeding on horseback slowly up Constitution-hill, and had 
arrived near to Hyde-park-corner, when the horse shied and threw 
up its heels; the honourable baronet was thrown off, falling heavily 
on the upper part of his breast and face; retaining his hold of the 
reins, the horse came down on its knees on the back of theunfor- 
tunate gentleman. Dr, Foucart, of Glasgow, and other gentlemen 
immediately ran and assisted in raising the baronet; butso pale was 
his face that he was notimmediately recognised. Sir James Clarke, 
the Queen’s physician, happening to be passing, rendered every 
aid in his power. The Rev. Mr. Mackenzie stating the oecur- 
rence to some ladies in the first conveyance he met, Mrs. Lucas at 
once surrendered her carriage to the service of the gentleman, into 
which, as soon as circumstances permitted, Sir Robert was assisted, 
and conveyed home. Sir B. Brodie and other medical gentlemen 
were speedily in attendance, when it was found that there was a 
severe injury of one shoulder, with a fracture of the left collarbone, 
but as to internal injuries time could only solve their extent. 
Public anxiety was instantly expressed, so that it was found neces- 
sary to issue regular bulletins. The kind and affectionate regard 
of our beloved Monarch was evinced by repeated inquiries; other 
branches of our Royal Family were assiduous in ascertaining the 
progress of the lamented baronet’s health, The veteran Duke of 
Wellington proved the warmth of his friendship by messengers 
despatched as early as six in the morning, which were shortly fol- 
lowed by his Royal Mistress’s servants, and reiterated by the 
personal calls of his Royal Highness Prince Albert and ‘‘the 
Duke.’”? The Duke and Duchess of Cambridge, the Duchess of 
Gloucester, the Count de Neuilly, and the Nepaulese Ambassador, 
made inquiries; while numbers of our noble aristocracy, members 
of the House of Commons, and other distinguished persons 
were incessant in their calls, and in the expressions of their 
sympathy and earnest regret for the disastrous occurrence; nor 
were the people less afflicted: they attended near to the house 
in crowds to catch the slightest information, and murmured 
forth their grief. On Monday night the bulletin issued at ten 
o’clock was not so favourable as those preceding, and Viscount 
Hardinge (who for many years has been on the most affectionate 
terms of friendship with Sir R. Peel) was sent for. The noble 
viscount answered the summons immediately, and remained with 
his right honourable friend throughout the night, taking leave for 
a short time only when the more favourable builetin was issued on 
the morning of Tuesday. 

Up to Tuesday, at half-past one, no decidedly fatal symptoms had 
been evinced, and the following bulletin was issued :— 

“Sir Robert Peel expresses himself as suffering less pain; and in other 
respects is quite as well as he was this morning. 

“July 2, half-past one p.m.” 4 

The carriages of the nobility were, however, by orders of the 
medical gentlemen, not allowed to approach the house ; and none 
but the nearest relations were permitted to enter the mansion. 

Ihe anxiety exhibited to learn the contents of the bulletin was 
so great that when the servant was seen leaving the mansion with 
ita perfect rush of the crowd to the gates took place, and the 
policeman in attendance was compelled to read it aloud, for the 
information of the parties present. 

At half-past six o’clock the following bulletin was issued :— 

“* Sir Robert Peel is much exhausted, and, altogether, not so well as he 
was in the early part of the day. 

“ Monday, July 2, 1850, half=past six p.m.” 

After this time instructions were given to admit no person within 
the gates except the Bishop of Gibraltar, that right reverend pre- 
late having been sent for shortly previous by Sir Robert’s dsire, 
to administer the last sacrament of the church to the right hon. 
baronet, 2 

The Bishop of Gibraltar arrived shortly before eight o’clock, 
and was admitted to the presence of the right hon. baronet, with 
whom he remained for nearly an hour, Sir Robert at this time 
became very much worse, and all the members of his family were 
introduced to take a last leave of their revered relative. 
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At a few minutes past ten o’clock all hope was dispelled by the 
following bulletin :— 

“Sir Robert Peel has been getting rapidly worse since seven o’clock. 

“Ten p.m., Tuesday, July 2, 1850.” 

At nine minutes after eleven o’clock p.m., July 2, Sir R. Peel 
breathed his last in the presence of nearly all the members of his 
family placidly, and his mental faculties unimpaired. He died in 
the dining-room of his mansion, where he had been first conveyed 
on being brouzht home after the accident. 

The acuteness of pain was such as to prevent that strict medical 
Scrutiny requisite in such an occurrence, the sensitiveness of pain in 
the patient causing him to repel every attempt. After his demise it 
was discovered that a rib was fractured which had injured the 
lungs. 

Intelligence of the melanchoiy event was immediately forwarded 
to Buckingham Palace, and by electric telegraph to several family 
connections of the right hon, baronet resident in the country. 

Deeply are we pained to add that the state of Lady Peel, arising 
from the dreadtul loss she has sustained, has rendered it necessary 
to callin the professional aid of Sir Benjamin Brodie. 


AUTHENTICATED PARTICULARS. 
Not given in the above Statement. 


On being lifted out of the carriage which conveyed him to White- 
hall-gardens, Sir Robert Peel revived, and walked, with assistance, 
into the house. On entering the mansion, Sir Robert was met by 
Lady Peel and the members of his family, who had been awaiting 
his arrivalin painful anxiety after having received intelligence of 
the accident. Lady Peel was overwhelmed with emotion, and 
would have flung herself into her husband’s arms had not Sir J. 
Clarke and the other gentlemen in attendance removed her. The 
effect of the meeting upon Sir Robert was extremely painful. He 
swooned in the arms of Dr. Foucart, and was placed upon a sofa in 
the nearest apartment (the dining-room). 

During Saturday evening Sir Robert was permitted to sce Lady 
Peel and the members of his family; but after this time it was 
thought advisable to exclude all strangers from the apartment, for 
fear of producing any additional excitement. Sir Robert passed a 
restless night on Saturday, his extreme sensibility to touch increas- 
ing hourly, and his symptoms altogether becoming very alarming. 
which at the first some of the medical gentlemen in attendance did 
not consider them to be. On Sunday evening, the pulse having 
increased from between 80 and 90, at which it had ranged after the 
accident, to upwards of 100, it was deemed necessary to take some 
blood, with a view of reducing the inflammation. Twenty leeches 
were accordingly applied to the left shoulder by Dr. Foucart, and a 
large quantity of blood was obtained. There was no positive 
improvement in the condition of the patient from this operation, 
and he continued in’a very precarious state throughout the whole 
of Sunday and Monday. On Monday night the alarming symptoms 
Were greatly increased. About seven o'clock Sir Robert became 
delirious, and attempted to raise himself up in bed In this state 
he continued during the greater part of the night, and at intervals 
he became so much exhausted that his medical attendants were 
several times of opinion that he could not survive through the night. 
In the paroxysms of his sufferings Sir Robert’s thoughts were 
with his oldest and dearest friends, and the names of Hardinge 
and Graham were frequently upon his lips. At four o’clock on 
Tuesday morning Sir Robert fell into a sound sleep, in which he 
continued uninterruptedly until eight o’clock. On awaking, his 
mind was quite composed, and his medical attendants considered 
him to be much refreshed by the rest he had enjoyed, There was 
still, however, cause for intense anxiety. From the period of the 
accident up to this time (nearly seventy hours) Sir Robert had taken 
no other sustenance than a glass of champagne and the yolk of one 
egg beaten up, which he was induced with some difficulty to swallow, 
Medicine had been administered, as a matter of course, but through- 
out the same lengthened period the system had remained perfectly 
inactive. The pulse had greatly increased on Tuesday, marking 
from 112 to 118, and becoming very weak. At noon on Tuesday 
Sir Robert expressed himself to be a little easier. This relief was, 
unhappily, of short duration. 

From two o’clock to six o’clock the change for the worse was 
progressive, the pulse increasing to 130, and becoming gradually 
weaker. Stimulants were administered, but had no apparent effect, 
and the stertorous breathing became more and more painful. The 
relatives were now informed that all the relief medical science could 
afford was exhausted, and that no hope whatever existed of Sir 
Robert Peel’s life being prolonged for twenty-four hours. The 
Bishop of Gibraltar (the Rev. Dr. Tomlinson), a very old friend of 
Sir Robert, was now sent for to administer the last offices of the 
church. On the arrival of the prelate it was intimated to Lady Peel 
and the members of the family that they might now, without risk 
of increasing the dangerous condition of the patient, be admitted to 
the apartment in which he was lying. 

The lamented sufferer revived sufficiently during one period of 
the interview to identify the features of tho-e beloved ones sur- 
rounding his couch—towards whom he at length extended his 
faltering hand, and, in an attitude bespeaking the intensity of his 
feelings, whispered in a scarcely audible voice—‘‘ GoD BLESS You !”” 

At the termination of this distressing scene Lord Hardinge and 
Sir James Graham, who had been informed of the fatal result anti- 
cipated, were admitted to the presence of the patient, now rapidly 
sinkirg. Both gentlemen were painfully affected; and well might 
Lord Hardinge remark on leaving the room that the contemplation 
of his beloved friend upon his dying couch had more unnerved him 
than all the dangers he had encountered on the plains of Moodkee 
and Sobraon. 

At nine o’clock Sir Robert had become so exhausted as to be 
callous to all external impressions. The members of his family 
still remained near him, with the exception of Lady Peel, whose 
painfully excited feelings rendered it absolutely necessary to 
remove her from the apartment. The sufferer’s strenuth was, 
however, so far exhausted that, although he gave occasional indica- 
tions of being sensible of their presence, the power of utterance 
had altogether ceased, and it soon became evident that his end was 
rapidly approaching. 

Sir Robert ceased to exist at nine minutes after eleven o’clock. 
Those present at his decease were his three brothers, the Dean of 
Worcester, Colonel Peel, Mr. and Mrs. L Peel; three of his sons, 
Mr F. Peel, M.P., Captain W. Peel, RN., and Mr. A. Peel; his 
son in-law, Lord Villiers; Lord Hardinge, Sir J. Graham, and 
the medical gentlemen in attendance, Sensibility to pain had 
ceased some time before death, and his last moments were not 
disturbed by any physical suff-ring. 

The family were consulted on the subject of a post-mortem ex- 
amination, but both Mr. Frederick Peel and Captain Peel objected 
to allow the remains to be disturbed in any way, aud the precise 
cause of death will therefore never be ascertained. An application 
for permission to take a cast of the face, from an eminent sculptor, 
was also refused. 

Sir Robert Peel, as will appear from the particulars already 
given, was in the 63rd year ot his age at the time of his demise. 
We may in this place appropriately quote the touching appeal to 
the memory of a great man by one of our most gifted poets, as 
repeated in the House of Commons by Mr. Gladstone on Wed- 
nesday :-- 

“* Now is the stately co'umn broke; 
The beacon light is quenched in smoke. 
The trumpets silvery sound is still, 
The warder silent on the hill!” 


The funeral obsequies of the late right hon. baronet have been 
entiusted to Messrs. Dowbiggin and Sons, of Mount-street, Gros- 
venor-square, but the funeral is intended to be as private as pos- 
sible. lt was proposed that the remains should be conveyed 
yerterday, by special train, to Drayton Manor, to be interred in the 
family vault.

Among the company were great numbers of the nobility.

Royal Botanic Society held on Wednesday its third and last show 
for the year, closing a most successful season under auspices that 
would have been altogether favourable had the weather proved in 
the forenoon, as afterwards turned out, altogether propitious in 
sunshine and a genial sky.

The calendar contains the names of 
22 prisoners, not one of whom, it appears, is able to read and write 
well, and the great majority are unable to do either. 


Apuut OrpuaN AsyLuM.—The annual general meeting 
of the supporters of this charity has been held at the Asylum, St. 
Andrew’s-place, Regent’s-park—Earl Manvers 1 the chair. With 
regard to their finances, the report stated that of late serious 
reductions had been made in the amount of the funded property of 
the institution, in order to make good the deficiencies of former 
years, but during the past year no such encroachment had been 
deemed necessary. 


Hearn or Lonpon.—In the week ending last Satur- 
day, 965 deaths were registered in London, The Mmerease on the 
return of the previous week, when only 775 deaths occurred, arises, 
not from an increased rate of mortality, but from an influx of cases 
which had been the subjects of coroners’ inquests at various periods 
in the last three months, but were not registered till the end of the 
quarter. The corrected average for ten corresponding weeks in 
1840-9 is 994; compared with which the deaths of last week exhibit 
a decrease of 29. The mean temperature was 642 deg. It was 
more than 7 deg. above the average on the first four days, and it 
was below it during the remainder of the week. 


Tur Arrack upon HER Masesty THE QurEn.— 
The manner in which Pate made the attack on Thursday (last 
week) has not yet been accurately described; at the eo eattiang we 
gave all the particulars current in our first and second editions of 
last week. ‘The facts are as follow:—He had stationed himself as 
nearly as possible at the edge of the kerbstone on the left: hand side 
of the egress gate of the courtyard of Cambridge-house. When 
the outriders came out they were immediately followed by the 
postillions in charge of the royal carriage. A SE, Pause 
took place while the outriders were clearing the road for t ai royal 
carriage, and at this instant, her Majesty being brought rasa 
opposite to Pate, the fellow struck her with very const erable 
violence in the manner before described. The blow caused her 
Majesty to swerve on one side for an instant, and occasioned mah 
alarm to the royal children, of whom there were In the carriage 
with her Majesty the Prince of Wales, the Prince Alfred, and the 
Princess Alice. Renwick, the Queen’s sergeant footman, who was 
sitting behind her Majesty, observed Pate strike the blow, and, 
springing forward, seized the fellow by the collar. The postillions, 
looking round at the instant, while in the act of turning into the 
road, saw Renwick thus engaged, and pulled up their horses, which 
her Majesty observing, she immediately said, ‘‘ Go on; I am not 
hurt.” The royal carriage then proceeded to Buckingham Palace. 
The first examination at the Home-office was of a nature simply to 
identify the offender; and his committal being made out it was 
placed in the hands of Mr. Otway, under whose charge he was 
subsequently conveyed in a cab to the House of Detention — in 
Clerkenwell. Before leaving the Home-office, and while waiting 
his committal, the prisoner wrote down a list of books which he 
requested he might be furnished with from his library. Among 
the books he wished for were ‘ Guizot’s History of Civilization,’ 
‘Palace of Architecture,” &c. A large crowd awaited the pri- 
soner’s departure from the Home-office, and when he was brought 
out the hissing and hooting on the part of the spectators was 
fearful. ‘Scoundrel!’ ** Rascal!’ and other similar ejaculations 
resounded on every side, and it was with some difficulty that the 
police could protect him from the summary vengeance of the 
people. Mr. Pate, sen., father of the prisoner, has arrived in town, 
and waited upon the authorities in reference to his son’s painful 
position, This gentleman is highly respected in Cambridgeshire, 
for which county he filled the office of high sheriff only the year 
before last. While in custody at the Vine-street station the pri- 
soner recognised one of the inspectors, who is a member of a highly 
respectable family resident at Wisbeach. In the course of couver- 
sation the officer remarked, ‘1 wish to Heaven I had been at your 
right hand yesterday and then this should not have happened.” 
The prisoner replied emphatically, ‘‘ I wish to Heaven you had,” 
He afterwards added to the same officer, ‘That he had felt very 
low for some time past.”” He made no allusion to the crime with 
which he stands charged, but appeared rather anxious to avoid the 
subject. The prisoner has lodged for some time over Messrs. 
Fortnum and Mason’s premises at the corner of Duke-street and 
Piccadilly. The person who has charge of the house describes 
him to have been of a very absent turn of mind, and states that he 
would sit for hours at the: window without occupation of any kind, 
His apartments are very elegant, and the cap and sword belonging 
to him when in the hussars are suspended on one of the walls, 
His wardrobe is described as being extensive and valuable. In the 
course of the ordinary vi it of Mr, Wakefield, the surgeon to the 
prison and to the House of Correction, Coldbath- fields, the pri- 
soner underwent an examination by him, and the conclusion arrived 
at by him was that, so far from there being any symptoms indicating 
derangement of mind, there was not the least ground for supposing 
that he was not perfectly sane. The prisoner appeared to treat his 
grave position with cool indifference, and seemed quite contented 
in his solitary cell, and throughout the day expressed no wish to 
see any one.

MISTRESSES AT DERBY.—On Saturday morning last, being the 
time appointed for laying the first stone of this instituuon, the belle 
of the several churches in Derby rang merrily in celebration of the 
event.

number of the clergy, together with his worship the mayor and 
many of the laity, assembled at the school-rooms 1n Curzon-street 
and partook of an elegant breakfast, the contribution of the com- 
mittee and their friends. The room was decorated with evergreens, 
and behind the chair was suspended a well-executed drawing of the 
intend d building. The tables were most tastefully decorated with 
the choicest flowers from the gardens of the Right Hon. Edward 
Strutt and William Evans, Esq., M.P., and the whole had a very 
pleasing and beautiful appearance. More than forty clergymen 
sat down to breakfast. Subsequently the bishop and congrega- 
tion, preceded by the police, with the sergeants at mace, &c., 
walked in procession to the site of the intended building. ‘The 
proceedings created the greatest enthusiasm. ‘

ACCIDENTS AND OFFENCES. 


Terriric ExpLosion or GUNPOWDER.— Last week 
as the early goods train was proceeding towards Cumnock an acci- 
dent occurred which, severe though it has been, might have been 
much more so. The train had, among yoods of various descrip- 
tions, some trucks loaded with gunpowder, to the amount of two 
tons. in barrels. Just as the train, a little past seven, had passed 
the Ballochmyle-bridge, from some cause not yet known, but sup- 
posed to be sparks from the engine, it exploded, and scattered 
destruction around. Over a circle of country of more than twenty 
miles diameter the concussion was audible, It is gratifying to 
know that no individual has been injured, 


Farat Rartway AcciDENT.—Last week, about three 
quarters of a mile below the Oughtibridge station, on the Man- 
chester, Sheffi-ld, and Lincolnshire Railway, three men were 
repairing the line, and observing a goods train approaching from 
Sheffield two of them stepped out of the way, but the other, James 
Marshall, aged 29, neglecting the instructions to be observed by 
repairers on the approach of a train, stepped on the down line, and, 
before he had time to consider his position, the express down train, 
which is due at Sheffield at 43 minutes past five o’elock, came down 
upon him and killed him. The body, when found, presented a dread- 
fully niutilated appearance. 


FataL AcciDENT IN CHATHAM Dockyarp.—On 
Saturday last, about eleven a.m., a melancholy accident occurred 
in the third dock, in which the Nankin, 40-gun frigate, is fitting, 
Mr. James Barnard, of Rochester, had gone on board the ship, anid, 
after remaining there some little time, was about leaving it by the 
porthole used by the shipwrights as a gangway, when he fell head- 
long into the dock, a depth of about thirty feet. Assistance was 
rendered immediately, and he was removed to Melville Hospital, 
attended by the deputy-inspector, Dr. Drummond, and other me- 
dical officers of the hospital, but death put an end to his sufferings 
in about two hours afterwards. From a post-mortem examina- 
pone was found that the skull had been fractured and both legs 

roken,. 


INCENDIARISM.—On Saturday last Thomas Grix, of 
Lyng, labourer, was committed to take his trial at the next as- 
sizes, for having, on the 16th of June, feloniously set fire toa 
stack of hay, the property of William Frost, of that place, farmer. 


ALARMING Fire aT GALE-HALL, NEAR MELMERBY.— 
A dreadful fire (observes the Carlisle Patriot) took place at Gale- 
hall on Wednesday night last, by which the dwelling-house, fur- 
niture, and fourteen years’ clip of wool were totally destroyed. It 
is supposed that spontaneous combustion took place. 


SuicipE By A CLERGYMAN.—An_ inquest has been 
held before Mr. Bedford on the body of the Kev. W. Guscott, 
curate of Bagthorpe, Norfolk, who committed suicide in King’s 
College Hospital, a day or two since, while labouring under excite- 
ment, caused by the terror of a serious operation to which, from 
the nature of his disease, he was about to submit. The jury re- 
turned a verdict of ‘‘ Temporary insanity.” 


DreatHu FRoM CHLoROFORM AT Guy’s HospiTaL.— 
An important investigation has taken place before Mr. William 
Payne, the coroner for London and Southwark, and a special jury, 
in the board-room of Guy’s Hospital, respecting the death of Alex- 
ander Scott, aged 34, a police-constable of the R division, who died 
from the effects of chloroform while undergoing an operation for 
the removal of a portion of the right hand, which had been 
bitren by a man thirteen months previously whilst en duty at 
Deptford. The coroner asked the surgeon who attended Scott 
what was the cause of death?—Witness: The chloroform most 
undoubtedly. In this instance a very smali quantity had been 
used, not a tenth part of what had been administered in other cases. 
Witness could not account for the patient dying, and was certain 
there was no disease about him. So strong and powerful an agent 
was chloroform that it could not be administered without some 
amount of risk and danger.—It appeared that Scott, against the sur- 
geon’s advice, was resolved to take chloroform, The coroner then 
summed up the evidence, remarking at some length on the melan- 
choly circumstances of the case, and the jury, after a brief consul- 
tation, returned 2 verdict of ‘‘ Died from the effects of chloroform.”’

Those 
for archery were open to all England, 
Scotland, and Ireland; but the prizes 
for other sports and pastimes were re- 
stricted to those who should appear in 
the old Caledonian costume, “in kilts 
or trews.”” It appears that the compe- 
tition in archery excited the attention 
of many English societies. Members 
had been enrolled as competitors from 
the Broughton Archers, Manchester ; 
English Archers, London; Fraternity 
of St. George, London; Heath-common 
Archers, Wakefield; Leeds Archers, 
Leeds; Lichfield Archers, Lichfield; 
Queen’s: park Archers, Brighton; Royal 
Toxophilites, London ; Royal Sher- 
wood Archers, Nottingham; Salisbury 
Archers, Edinburgh; Uhirsk Bowmen, 
Yorkshire; West Berks Archers, New- 


bury; West Norfolk Archers; Wor- 
cestershire Archers; and the York 
Archers, York. It also appeared that 
candidates who had recently gained 
prizes in the Scottish national games, 
at Inverness, Braemar, Perth, Blair 
Atholl, Taymouth (in the presence of her Majesty), Dunkeld, 
St. Fillans, Lochaber, Castle Grant, Ardverykie (in presence 
of her Majesty), Edinburgh, Roslin, Stirling, and in Holland- 
park last year (in the presence of her Majesty), had also been 
enrolled to compete for the championship in running, leaping, 
throwing the hammer, putting the stone, tossing the caber, broad- 
sword exercise, sword and target Opposed to the bayonet, sword 
dance, reels, strathspeys, and performance on the great Highland 
bagpipe—so that there was no diminution in the interest or activity 
of the sports as compared with the exhibition of last year. 

The hour of commencement had been fixed for one o’clock, and 
before that hour very considerable numbers of visitors, chiefly 
of the higher classes, had arrived. The proceedings com- 
menced with feats of archery, in which the various competitors 
showed great skill. Then came the *‘gillie callum,”’ or sword 
dance, and afterwards in quick succession the various trials of 
strength and skill, known as throwing the light hammer, reel and 
strathspey, tossing the caber, foot-race, Highland fling, broadsword 
exercise, putting the light stone, reel of Tulloch, throwing the 
heavy hammer, feats of skill with the sabre, foot-race, strathspey 
and reel steps, tossing the caber (first class), gillie callum, putting 
the heavy stone, claymore and target opposed to the bayonet, and 
the general strathspey and reel. These performances were all of 
the best, the dancing especially, full of spirit and national charac- 
ter. Some of the feats of Strength, in ‘ tossing the caber”’ and 
in ‘‘ throwing the heavy hammer,” were really astounding ; and the 
encounter between the bayonet and broadsword and target espe- 
cially interesting. 

At about a quarter past five o’clock the Queen arrived, with 
Prince Albert, the Prince of Wales, the Prince of Prussia, and 
some members of their respective suites. Her Majesty was received 
by a guard of honour composed of Scottish gentlemen, in the 
dresses of the different clans, and was greeted by the assembled 
multitude with enthusiastic cheering. The horses were taken from 
the carriages, and the royal visitors witnessed a great portion of 
the sports, with which they seemed highly amused. All went off 
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with great éclat, and without any accident, and her Majesty, on 
retiring, was cheered as loudly as when she arrived. 

In the evening a banquet was given by Lord Holland to the 
inhabitants of Kensingt(n; and there was afterwards a grand ball, 
the evening concluding with the national anthem, in which all the 
gusts very heartily joined.

Ou Tuesday the gates of the several entrances to Holland-park on 
the Notting-hill side were opened at an early hour, and the archery 
commenced and was continued up to about one o’clock. ln the 
meaniime, however, @ Competition in strathspey and reel playing 
on the violin, as performed in the Highland districts, took place at 
the Prince of. Wales Tavern, beyond Norland-square, it being 
understood that three prizes would be given away to the three best 
performers. The Neil Gow sctiool is fast disappearing, and to 
Scotchmen the effort to keep up that style of music cannot fail to be 
interesting ; and assuredly the present ‘ candidates far honours ”’ 
gave the best practical evidence that the genius of Neil Gow still ani- 
mates the musical mind of Scotchmen.

Then followed a repetition of the previous day’s sports. The 
contests between the sabre and target and the musket and bayonet 
were the most interesting. The play of Benson and Cragg, Asling 
and Twuhy, and of Corporal Newton and Bombardier Keating, and 
of Collins and Chapman, gave great satisfaction. A foot-race of 
1450 yards was well contested by three competitors, and was won by 
Mitchell Sowerbie, the second in being Charles Gow, and the third 
John F, Notman.

A Captain Andrews, of Ceylon, 
having cloeed with a whale, he struck 
home, and the monster flew (says the 
Ceylon Times) immediately downwards 
like lightning ; but by some means the 
bight of the rope caught the ankle of 
the captain, and whirled him overboard.

which the sufferer escaped with life; and had not Captain Andrews 
happily retained his hold of the knife he most certainly would have 
perished,

square, New York. Willis was knocked down, as is supposed, by 
Forrest, and then beaten by him with a whip of gutta percha. 
Both were taken before a magistrate, and, as Willis said he would 
bring no charge there against Mr. Forrest, they were each bound 
over to keep the peace. ‘The difficulty and assault are connected 
with the divorce case between Forrest and his wife (late Miss Sin- 
clair, of England, daughter of Sinclair, the vocalist). 


An amusing scene was lately witnessed in Boston, on the 
occasion of Mr. Gliddon, the lecturer on Egypt, having unrolled a 
mummy. Mr. Gliddon translated inscriptions, dwelt with much

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EXPLOSION AT BENARES,—(SEE NEXT PAGE.) 
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TERRIBLE EXPLOSION OF GUNPOWDER AT 
BENARES. 
PRIGHTFUL LOSS OF LIFE. : 

A terrible calamity at Benares, by which upwards of one thou- 
sand persons lost their lives from the expl sion of magazine. boats 
loaded with gunpowder, forms the great topic of the India mail. A 
fleet of thirty boats, containing ordnance stores, including no less 
than three thousand barrels of gunpowder, had reached Benares on 
their way to the upper provinces. Here they anchored on the Ist 
of May, off the principal landing-place, and close by the hotel, in 
the centre of the town. ‘They were under the charge of a warrant 
officer, who seems to have quitted his charge on arriving at Benares. 
About ten o’clock a burst of flame was seen for an instant to pro- 
ceed from one of the boats, followed by a terrific explosion, heard 
or felt ten miles off, which spread destruction and dismay every- 
where around. The boats themselves were of course destroyed, 
houses were shaken to their foundations, and doors and windows 
blown in. Four hundred and twenty human beings were killed on 
the spot, and the list of killed and wounded includes no fewer than 
twelve hundred. Arrangements were forthwith made to have the 
magazines of powder, hitherto too frequently situated in the centre 
of great towns or thickly-peopled neighbourhoods, removed to situa- 
tious less pregnant with danger. <A private letters contains the 
following :— 
‘* Benares, May 2, 1860. 

“On the night of the lst of May, about half-past ten o’clock, 
blew up with terrific explosion a fleet of thirty Government ord- 
nance boats, with 8000 copper barrels of gunpowder, containing 
110 pounds each. ‘They caught fire from a separate boat on fire, 
and with some other boats moored near, belonging to other parties, 


were shattered to atoms, destroying, I believe, every individual | 


soulin them. Onshore every house and person within a certain 
range was destroyed or severely injured. About 500 dead, dying, 
and wounded were removed yesterday, and the scene of destruc- 
tion, death, and suffering was heartrending. Messrs. Tuttle and 
Charles's New Hotel is destroyed, as also a lofty house near it, 
the residence of the Delhi princes, whose household of one hun- 
dred and fifty persons was buried in its ruins, and only eleven got 
out, and they were killed. A court of inquiry is sitting, but 1 
believe the conductor in charge is almost the ouly survivor to tell 
the tale.” 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

About half-past ten p.m. (May 1) a fleet of magazine-boats, 
anchored under the old fort at Raj Ghaut, took fire, 8000 (more or 
less) barrels of powder exploded, carrying death and devastation 
before it, throwing down the high bank and all the houses, shattering 
everything. The hotel was blown to pieces, and most of the 
servants killed ; two young officers sleeping there, strange to say, 
escaped with rather severe injuries. Scarcely a soul of the 
crew, and only two sepahees of the guard, escaped; hands, feet, 
heads, trunks, and entire corpses lie strewed in all directions; every 
house for many hundred yards round was unroofed, and many shaken 
down. ‘The exact amount of killed is not yet known. Three 
hundred prisoners are hard at work exhuming the victims; the 
two Shazadahs, whose houses were right and left of the hotel, have 
each lost their wives, and one his daughter ; the other his nephew 
and many followers. The tollhouse over the hotel has come down 
entirely, not a boat appears to have escaped. Conductor Forsyth’s 
wife has not been found, and a river merchant lost all his boats, 
and his wife and some other relative; the man has gone mad. As 
far as can be ascertained, the fire took place at the lower end of the 
fleet. ‘The powder-boats being immediately under the hotel, it 
would seem that, had the boat been cut adrift at once, the rest 
might have been saved. The concussion was so great that windows 
were broken in Secrote, and the ground shook. The noise was 
terrific. Mr. Gordon’s house is much shaken; all hands were 
thrown out of their beds. The number of killed is variously 
estimated, but it must be more than 500, for the crew amounted to 
400, and very few, it is believed, escaped. A very large portion 
must have been biown into the river. 

FURTHER PARTICULARS. 

The Begum’s palace, which overlooked the Ghaut, is entirely 
destroyed. She was one of the Royal Family of Delhi, and, with her 
family, slaves, and all inmates, was smothered in the ruins. The 
Rev. Mr. Small’s substantial mission-house is also destroyed, and 
Mrs. Small killed. On the river the 35 ordnance-boats were sunk 
or destroyed, together with 28 boats laden with beer, the property 
of Messrs. Crump and Co., of Cawnpore, and also 12 or 16 laden 
with merchandise belonging to natives. The crews of these boats 
have, with very few exceptions, perished. The European who was 
in charge of Messrs. Crump and Co,’s boats escaped, being pulled 
insensible out of the water; his wife and family perished. A court 
of inquiry is sitting. 


LITERATURE, 
Ei Dorado, By Bayard Taylor. 
(Second Notice.) 

After fifty-one days Mr, Taylor and his friends arrived at 
the harbour of San Francisco. As a proof of how eager is the 
gold mania, on the very morning of their arrival eighteen of 
the crew of an American Government ship had escaped to the 
diggings. All over the heights, and along the shore for more 
than a mile, hundreds of tents and houses were scattered. 
*¢ On every side stood buildings of all kinds, begun or half 
finished, and the greater part of them were canvas sheds, open 
in front and covered with all kinds of signs, in all languages. 
Great quantities of goods were piled up in the open air, for 
want of a place to store them. The streets were full of people, 
hurrying to and fro, and of as diverse and bizarre a character 
as the houses— Yankees of every possible variety, native Cali- 
fornians in sarapes and sombreros, Chilians, Sonorians, Kana- 
kas from Hawaii, Chinese with long tails, Malays armed with 
their everlasting creeses,’’ &e. 

Various marvellous stories have been told of the cost of 
ordinary articles in California, and Mr. Taylor bears witness 
that, marvellous as they are, they have been by no means 
exaggerated, He tells us of one passenger who landed with 
himself bringing 1500 copies of various newspapers with him, 
and selling them in two hours at A DOLLAR a PiEcE. He him- 
self, hearing of this exploit, looked up some dozen newspapers 
he had used to fill up crevices in packing his valise, and 
offered them to a newspaper merchant,” asking him to name 
a price for them, ‘I shall want,’ replied the merchant, ‘to 
make a good profit on the retail price, and can’t give more than 
ten dollars for the lot.””, But even more wondertul stories than 
this are told. The Parker-house, a species of hotel, was rented 
at 110,000 dollars yearly, 60,000 of which was paid by gamblers. 
On the right of this building was a canvas tent, 15 by 26 feet, 
also occupied by gamblers at a rent of 40,000 dollars, One of 
these stories takes a romantic turn, A citizen of San Francisco 
died insolvent to the amount of 41,000 dollars. His adminis- 
trators were delayed in settling his affairs, and in the mean 
time his real estate advanced so rapidly in value, owing to the 
discovery of the gold, that after his debts were paid his heirs 
were left in possession of a yearly income of 40,000 dollars. 

Before dark on the day of his arrival Mr. Taylor set out for 


a walk and climbed a hill at the back of the town. From this 
position he gives us the following idea of a stranger’s sen- 
sations on first beholding San Francisco :— 

“The scattered houses spread out below me and the crowded 
shipping in the harbour, backed by a lofty line of mountains, made 
animposing picture. ‘The restless, feverish tide of life in that little 
spot, and the thought that what I then saw, and was yet to see, 
will hereafter fill one of the most marvellous pages of all history, 
rendered it singularly impressive. The feeling was not decreased 
on talking that evening with some of the oldest residents (that is 
of six months’ standing) and hearing their several experiences. 
Every new-comer in San Francisco is overtaken with a sense of 
complete bewilderment. The mind, however it may be prepared 
for an astonishing condition of affairs, cannot immediately push 
aside its old instincts of value and ideas of business, letting all past 
experiences go for nought, and casting all its faculties for action, 
intercourse with its fellows, or advancement in any path of ambi- 
tion, into shapes which it never before imagined. Asin the turn of 
the dissolving views there is a period when it wears neither the old 
nor the new phase, but the vanishing images of the one and the 
growing perceptions of the other are blended in misty confusion, 
one knows not whether he is awake or in some wonderful dream!” 

But already, perhaps, the changing features have changed 
again, and Mr. Taylor himself might not recollect the San 
Francisco of his first visit. Three wecks after his landing in 
Catifornia, and afier his first sight of this town, he returned 
and found that it had not only extended its limits but seemed 
to have doubled its number of dwellings : — 

‘* High upon the hills, where I had seen only sand and chapparel, 
stood clusters of houses; streets which had been merely laid out 
were hemmed in with buildings, and thronged with people. New 
warehouses had sprung up on the water’s side, and new piers were 
creeping out towards the shipping. The forest of masts had greatly 
thickened; and the noise, motion, and bustle of business and labour 
on all sides were incessant. Verily the place was in itself a marvel. 
To say that it was daily enlarged by from twenty to thirty houses 
may not sound very remarkable, after all the stories that have been 
told. Yet this for a country which imported both lumber and 
horses, and where labour was then ten dollars a day, is an extraor- 
dinary growth. ‘Lhe rapidity with which a ready-made house is put 
up and inhabited strikes the stranger in San Francisco as little short 
of magic. He waiks over an open lot in his before- breakfast stroll ; 
the next morning a house complete, with a family inside, blocks up 
his way. He goes down to the bay and looks out on the shipping ; 
two or three days afterwards a row of storehouses staring him in 
the face intercepts his view.” 

There are more valuable parts of Mr, Taylor’s book which 
will be read by those who look for something more than 
amusement, His account of the missions of California, and 
their reconstitution and destruction, is peculiarly interesting, 
We now recommend these two volumes, whose cheapness is 
almost as marvellous as their contents, to our readers, who will 
amuse and instruct themselves by perusing them throughout.

MUSICAL REVIEWS. 


Songs of a Student. The poetry by Byron, Shelley, Coleridge, 
Leigh Hunt, Bulwer, Laman Blanchard, Godolphin, and Mrs. 
Hemans. The music composed by Edward Francis Fitzwilliam. 
Allcroft, New Bond-street.—These ‘Songs of a Student” form 
a very beautiful little volume, brought out in excellent taste. Mr. 
Fitzwilliam studied under Sir Henry Bishop, so that to criticise 
his music becomes an easy task, it being correct, musician-like, 
and full of melodic taste. The volume contains eighteen songs in 
varied styles, each possessing great merit; and we can safely 
recommend the work as being sure to contain something to delight 
every one. 


THE DRAMA. 

Her Masesty’s THeatre. — On Saturday last “1 
Capuletti ed i Montecchi,” by Bellini, was produced, for the double 
purpose of giving Mlle. Parodi an opportunity of appearing as 
Romeo, and introducing Gardoni for the first time this season. 
Upon this occasion the opera was really Bellini’s, not after the 
usual custom of giving a part of Bellini’s opera mixed up with a 
portion of the ‘‘ Giuliettae Romeo” of Vaccai. We have always 
been enemies to the insulting and foolish system of allowing 
singers from mere caprice to mutilate composers’ works; and that 
we are justified in our dislike to such proceedings is proved by the 
success operas always meet with when returned to their original 
form, This was fully exemplified on Saturday, for never was ‘I 
Capuletti ed i Montecchi”’ so successful with an English audience. 
The music, like all Bellini’s, is full of chaste and beautiful melody, 
and is at the same time powerful and soul-stirring when occasion 
requires itto beso. Parodi was admirable in Romeo, which, by the 
by, was one of the finest parts of her instructress, the great Pasta. 
It is in such characters as these, where more masculine force than 
feminine feeling is :equired, that this clever artist excels. Madame 
Frezzolini made a very fair Juliet; but she possesses too little of 
the gentleness we generally attribute to the love-sick girl, who, if 
we mistake not, was only about fourteen or fifteen years of age 
when her undying story is supposed to have been really enacted, 
The reappearance of Gardoni was hailed with enthusiasm, and we 
were gratified to find him so much improved with regard to power. 
Nis voice is as sweet asever. He was eminently successful in the 
aria, ‘*L’amo, ah l’amo,”’ and also in the duet with Romeo in the 
second act. M. Belletti was the Capulet, and did all that could be 
done with so unthankful a part. On Tuesday the above opera was 
repeated; and on Thursday Signor Puzzi took his benefit, when 
Was given Cimarosa’s opera of ‘Il Matrimonio Segreto,’”’ sup- 
ported by Madame Sontag, Parodi, and Frezzolini; Calzolari, F. 
Lablache, and the Lablache. Then followed a selection from 
Verdi’s ‘* I Due Foscari,” with Giuliani and Coletti as the yocalists, 


and from ‘I Capuletti ed i Montecchi,” supported by Parodi and 
Gardoni, the whole ending with the ballet of ‘Les Plaisirs 
d’Hiver,” with the celebrated skating scene. The house was 
crowded, and the whole went off with great éclat. 


Roya Traian OperA.—“ Le Prophéte” has proved so 
decidedly attractive that two nights this week out of the three it 
has been repeated. Certainly, taken as a whole, it is impossible to 
witness a performance more magnificently perfect. We have so 
so often had occasion to praise this opera in every respect that we 
are at a loss to find expressions to carry our commendation further. 
On Tuesday ‘ Roberto il Diavolo”’ was given, when Mme. Grisi as 
Alice, Tamberlik as Roberto, and Herr Formés as Bertramo, pro- 
duced their usual electric effects. ‘The scene of the nuns coming 
from their graves was as appalling as ever, and the whole opera 
went off with an éclat no less briliiant than formerly. 


Frencu Priays.— The first appearance of the great 
French tragedian, Mile. Richel, took piace on Monday last. Her 
engagement is limited to twelve representations. It is now three 
years since her last performance in England, and we were glad to 
find both her strength and appearance greatly improved. The piece 
selected for her début was ‘‘ Phédre;”? the story of which, in itself 
repugnant enough, loses much of its horror when portrayed by this 
consummate artiste; but still we would rather be made to fecl and 
to sympathize with virtue than with vice. As an actress, no one in 
our days has ever come near Rachel on the French stage. She is 
the O'Neill of France; and those who are old enough to remember 
this English artist would do well to witness the performance of 
Rachel, tor they would very freque:tly be reminded of their former 
favourite. ‘There is the same feminine delicacy, with the like mas- 
culine power of mind. On Weduesday ‘*L’Amour et la Raison,”’ 
with ‘ Bajazet,” was given. In the latter piece Mlle. Rachel 
charmed the audience in her well-known character of Roxane. 
The theatre has been crowded at every performance. 


HayMaRKET.—This week will terminate the present 
season. ‘There have been no novelties, ‘* None but the Brave 
deserve the Fair,’’ and the burlesque of ‘‘ The Enchanted Isle,’ 
being the principal pieces of the week, to which have been added 
the old favourites of ‘* The Swiss Ovttage ”? and “ An Alarming 
Sacrifice.” On Thursday ‘ The Serious Family ” was performed, 
and produced its usual merriment. On Monday next Mr. Webster 
takes his benefit, under the immediate patronage of her Most 
Gracious Majesty. The pieces selected for the occasion are “The 
Roused Lion,” ‘* Who’s your Friend?”? and ‘¢The Enchanted 
Isle.”’ Mlle. Nau will sing a popular air, and Mr. Webster will 
deliver a farewelladdress. ‘hat the house will be crowded we sin- 
cerely hope, and certainly expect. 


ADELPHI.—On Wednesday Miss Woolgar took her 
benefit, and the crowded state of the house and the long string of 
carriages in the Strand showed the favour in which this young and 
rising actress is held by the public. The production of Mr. Knowles’s 
** Hunchback ”’ afforded her an opportunity of displaying her fine 
talents in a higher class of character than that to which she has 
hitherto been accustomed. 


Lyceum.—On Wednesday this theatre was opened for 
that nightonly, for the benefit of Mr. Frank Mathews. ** Simpson 
and Co.,” ** The Follies of a Night,” and ‘‘ He Would be an Actor,” 
were the pieces, all of which went off with their usual éclat, and 
Mr. F. Mathews was greeted by his friends in a manner he richly 
deserved. 


Stranp.—On Thursday evening, after “ King René’s 
Daughter,” an excellent little burlesque was produced; indeed, for 
smartness of dialogue, we know of none ofits numerous predecessors 
that could surpass it. It bears the classical title of ‘* Alcestis,” to 
which is added a second, ‘ ‘The Original Strong-minded Woman.”’ 
Those who are acquainted with the tragedy by Euripides will be de- 
lighted to see, in these our modern times, how greatly that tragedy 
as now produced, is relished. To those who are not acquainted with it, 
the following detail of the affecting tale, extracted from the playbill, 
will at once enlighten and delight :—‘* The plot, which has been 
thought an eligible plot for building our story on, is therefore 
mainly referrible to the injured individual above mentioned, and 
may be thus briefly described. Admetus, being due to Death, and 
as such totally unprepared to take himself up, is about to betake 
himself down according to previous arrangement; when Orcus, who 
had been meanwhile trying his mean wiles upon Alcestis (Admetus’ 
very much better half), expresses himself willing to receive her as 
a substitute; her husband, friends, and relations not feeling quite 
so disposed to be disposed of. Alcestis, however, consents, packs 
up her own traps, and then obligingly goes packing down those of 
Orcus, At this melancholy juncture Hercules chances to be passing 
through Thessaly on his return from his provincial engagements ; 
and, having a knack of turning up a trump ata rub, plays his club 
80 judiciously as to retake the Queen in spite of the deuce, and 
restores her to her family and friends.”’ Ailthe performers exerted 
themselves to the uttermost, and produced roars of laughter, which 
brought the whole to a joyous conclusion. The author is the sonof 
Mr. Justice Talfourd, and is a-very young man. We believe this to 
s ae ‘‘ first appearance on any stage,”’ but we trust it may not be 
the last. 


SuRREY.—Bellini’s “ Sonnambula” was announced for 
Wednesday, and created vast interest, which the state of 
the house proved, and it certainly gave universal satisfaction. 
Borani’s Rodolpho is too well known to require description ; 
his rich voice told well in the two airs, and in all the 
concerted pieces he had to sing. Travers’s Elvino was very 
naturally given. It has been a custom to make this part too 
gentlemanly, but Travers keeps up its integrity as a respec- 
table young farmer, He sang ‘Gently o’er my heart is 
stealing”? most beautifully. Widdicomb ,as the Barber kept 
the house in a roar, Miss Jane Coveney as Lisa displayed the 
passions of jealousy and spite with greater force than we gave her 
gentle style credit for. The main attraction of the evening was the 
first appearance at this theatre of Miss Annie Romer as Amina, 
and whose advent was looked forward to with great anxiety. The 
result was most satisfactory and successful. Her voice was in ex- 
cellent order, and we never remember her singing so finely. 
She gave ‘‘ Dear friends and companions,” ‘* Take this ring,” and 
her aria in the finale, ‘¢ Do not mivgle,” in the first style of excel- 
lence. She acted the part as well as she executed the music. She 
was several times encored, twice called before the curtain, and 
received showers of bouquets. We congratulate the management 
of the Surrey on such an addition of vocal strength to their 
company. Rodwell’s laughable farce of ‘My Wife’s Out” was 
the second piece, and, with Widdicomb, Miss Coveney, and Miss 
Laporte (who was encored in ‘ Betty’s Lament”’), kept the house in 
great good humour.

On Thursday, July 11, Mr. F. Webster takes his benefit 
at the Haymarket Theatre, upon which occasion Miss Catherine 
Hayes, Mr. Sims Reeves, and other powerful auxiliaries will appear, 
in addition to the distinguished artists of the theatre. The 
Nepaulese Princes have, we understand, signified their intention 
of honouring the performance by their presence.

LAW AND POLICE 


A LADY THRUST OUT OF A SHOP IN OXFORD-STREET, 4 
At Marlborough-street, Mr. Wayre, silk-mercer and draper, of No. 96, 
Oxford-street, Was summoned before Mr. Bingham for having assaulted Mrs. 
Hannah Denning, the wife of a respectable tradesman.—Mrs. Denning said 
she lived at No. 66, Marylebone-lane. On Tuesday evening she went with a 
friend into Oxford-street, and seeing a mantle in the shop of the defendant, 
with a printed ticket affixed, stating the price to be a guinea, she entered 
the shop, and after looking at it agreed to be the purchaser. Defendant, 
who showed the mantle, pressed her to walk to the back of the shop to try 
on another mantle, but she said she would have the one she had chosen. 
Defendant put it up, and she said, ‘‘ The price is one guinea, as marked on 
the ticket?” Defendant replied, ‘‘ The price is a guinea and a half, that 
price being on the ticket, which I will produce.” Defendant produced a 
ticket with the words ‘tone guinea” printed on it, and “4” in a figure 
written very small. Complainant declared that tnat was not the ticket which 
was on the mantle when in the window, or, if it was, the ati ina figure had 
just been written upon it. Defendant told her not to be impertinent, and to 
go out ofthe shop. Before she could have time to reply defendant pushed 
her violently into the street, aud nearly occasioned her to fall down, Com- 
pla:nant turned round, and told him that if that was his treatment he should 
hear further about it. Several persons assembled round the door on account 
of the defendant’s conduct.—Miss Anne Coles was with the complainant at 
the time of the transaction; saw the mantle with the ticket on it, and was 
certain the price was marked in words, ‘one guinea,” and that no figures 
were on the ticket. Did not think the ticket afterwards shown by defen- 
dant, and which had the figures on it, was the ticket on the mantle. Com- 
| plainant was pushed by the defendant with great violence out of the shop.— 
Mr. Bingham said he was willing to give every reasonable advantage to an 
| accused person, and would therefore assume that the ticket produced was in 
the same state as when placed on the mantle, and that it was really the 
ticket seen by the complainant. But if respectable tradesmen 1n Oxtord- 
street chose to carry on business in such a way, by having tickets printed 
with part of the price in large characters, and the other part in such small] 
fizures that no ordinary eyes could possibly see them, they could have 
nobody to b'ame but. themselves if they occasionally caused scenes of an 
unpleasant character to occur in their shops. Complainant hada right to 
complain that she had been misled by the ticket, and if, under such circum- 
stances, even a little finger was put upon her to oblige her to leave the shop, 
it was an assault, and must be dealt with accordingly.—The fine of 203. 
was then inflicted and paid. 


AN UNNATURAL MOTHER. : 

At Marlborough-street, Mary Lee, a dressmaker, living at No. 5, Sneyd’s- 
gardens, was brought before Mr. Bingham, at the suit of the parish authori- 
ties of St. George’s, Hanover-square, charged with having neglected and 
cruelly ill-treated her child, aged three months,—The officer said the pri- 
| soner earned, or could earn, a very good living at her trade. The husband 
also made a good deal of money in the week. They were able to keep them- 
selves and children in comfort, but they spent a!l their money in drunkenness ; 
they were constantly fighting.--The infant was brought forward. It bore 
on its features undoubted evidence of the pinching neglect and brutal ill- 
usage it had sustained —The officer made a communication that created 
a vivid sensation in all who heard it. He said that the prisoner’s neigh- 
bours had told him that the prisoner had contrived to put away five or six 
children before by the same system of neglect and ill-treatment. Another 
week would, no doubt, have ended the miseries of this last child, had not 
| some kind-hearted people interfered—Mr. Bingham thought the best way 
| would be for the prisoner and her husband to pay 3s. a week to the parish 
for the maintenance of the caild.—'Lhe prisoner, who evidently expected a 
different kind of punishment, readily agreed to this, and began to whine 
about having back her dear infant ! 


CRUELTY TO A CHILD. 

At Westminster, Mary M‘Carthy, a middle-aged Irishwoman, was charged 
with drunkenness and cruelty to a child.—Ann Curtis, the child in question, 
an intelligent-looking girl, between seven and eight years of age. siated that 
she lived with the defendant, who is her grandmother. Gn the previous 
night she asked her for a piece of bread, and upon defendantrefusing to give 
her any she cried, upon which her grandmother beat her with her hands, 
kicked her in the stomach, and then turned her out of doors undressed. 
In reply to questions from the clerk, the child said that her grandmother 
frequently beat her, as upon the present occasion, when undressed. She 
hurt her very much when she kicked her in the stomach, aud she also cansed 
a large bruise upon one of her legs.—Mr. Lroderip fined the prisoner £5, 
and in default committed for six weeks. ‘The poor child, who is friendless, 
was by the magistrate’s direction taken to the workhouse.

DESCRIPTION OF THE ENGRAVINGS. 


Under trimming of tulle and ribbon 
intermingled with a few small flowers. 


Two bonnets made precisely alike, 
the one of lilac and the other of pink 
crape, covered with bouillonnées of 
tulle of the same colour, and between 
each bouillonnée a row of very narrow 
blonde.

Riding-habits for the present warm 
weather, especially those intended to 
be worn in the country, are made of 
light materials, such as Valencia or 
China satin. In town, however, cloth 
or cashmere are almost universally 
preferred. They are made with close- 
fitting pardessus, with basques either 
square or rounded in front; and the 
corsage opening so as to display the 
habit-shirt. The latter should be or- 
ramented in front with alternate rows 
of needlework insertions and narrow 
tucks, running perpendicularly. The 
collar turns down, and is trimmed 
with a bordering of needlework. 
Under the collar may be passed either 
a coloured necktie, or a jabot of white 
cambric, ornamented with needlework, 
and edged with a bordering like that 
of the collar.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS ON FASHION 
AND DRESS.

The costume of little boys from two to four years 
old scarcely differs from that of little girls of the same 
age, with the exception of the hat and pardessus.

SIR ROBERT PEEL, 

Tue death of the only proved statesman to whom England 
would have looked with confidence, in the event of her being 
called to play more than the part of a spectator in the affairs 
of Europe, falls upon this couniry with accumulated grief in 
times of such trouble as the present, when we alone appear 
to stand firm amidst the rocking of states and empires. How 
universally his death will be felt it is unnecessary to say. Even 
those who have carried their enmity to a degree of fanaticism 
" ill not fail to let the heart take lead of the head, and do some 
justice to the greatness which made them formidable before 
they repudiated its guidance. 

What the effect of this calamity will be upon the present 
state of parties w ll be a subject for consideration by and by, 
though not in this journal. All we have to do is to join in 
that general note of mourning which laments the loss of our 
greatest statesman. 

A man of wonderful erudition, of mental power, and of 
equal personal dignity and command,—a great patron of the 
arts and sciences, and perhaps the keenest interpreter of the 
passing history of the world,—has dropped from us in the prime 
of a glorious sunset. Let each man point the moral of this 
sad event for himself. 


LINENDRAPERS AND THEIR CUSTOMERS. 
One of the cases to which we referred in our last number hag 
advanced a stage further in publicity, and appears in the police 
reports of Monday last. We should be glad to think that what 
transpired before Mr. Bingham had much altered the character 
of the transaction; but while it has placed it in a light more 
favourable to Mr. Wayre, the mercer—more favourable inas- 
much as a defined charge is less alarming than a vague one— 
we cannot say that he has at all vindicated his character or 
made out such a defence as will suffer ladies to enter his shop 
in future with the confidence they have a right to ask. 

His defence, and we are anxious that he should have the 
full benefit of it, is as follows: —Mrs, Hannah Denning came 
into his shop to buy a mantle which that lady asserted had 
been ticketed in the window at a guinea; the price demanded 
was a guinea and half; and when Mrs. Denning demurred to 
this Mr. Wayre produced the ticket—the same, as he and his 
shopman state, which had been in the window—and this ticket 
ceitainly bore the mark of a guinea and half. But Mrs. Den- 
ning objected that it was not the same; in which assertion 
she is fully borne out by the friend who accompanied her into 
the shop. At this point she was imprudent enough to tell the 
defendant sharply that he was endeavouring to cheat her, and 
therefore he requested her to leave the shop, and put his hand 
on her shoulder while making this request. As his justifi: ation 
for this piece of gross impertinence he alleges that, from the 
number of persons who came to the shop who were sent in by 
jealous rivals, he thought she had _ not really intended to make 
a purchase, but was a tool in the hands of others. 

Mr. Wayre cannot be so wanting in common sense as to 
suppose that an empty and idle supposition was enough to 
justify him in turning a lady out of his shop, no matter how 
‘politely and courteously.” Nor can he be ignorant that— 
even admitting that the ticket exhibited at the counter was the 
same which was exhibited in the window—the way in which 
these half-guinea marks are made upon tickets is perfectly 
unwarrantable by any law of moralicy or fair dealing, A large 
figure denotes a marvellously small price for some article and 
added to this, in faint character, is some addition amounting in 
the case in question to no less than 50 percent. ‘To describe 
this practice in vulgar phrase, we might call it a rank * take 
in. Give Mr, Wayre the benctit of the fact that the practice 
is a universal one, no man who adopts it can deny that he has 
exposed himself to he fairly charged with an attempt to mis- 
lead. : Mrs. Denning gave the ruse a stronger name; but, 
speaking strictly, she spoke not one jot in excess of the fact. 
The prevalence of a bad custom will not render it a good one, 
But when to these unworthy tricks of trade there is added the 
assumpuon that a draper has a right to turn women out of 
his shop—politely(!) or violently, we care not—it becomes 
important that the matter should be made public for the sake 
of others, who owe much to Mrs. Denning for the spirit she 
has shown in the present case.

M. DE LAMARTINE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE LADY’S NEWSPAPER. 


Sir,—‘‘ M. de Lamartine embarked at Marseilles for the Hast on 
the morning of the 2lst,’” says your Paris correspondent. In 
perusing this announcement, one cannot be otherwise than much 
struck with the remarkable coincidence between this and other 
events connected with Lamartine’s recent political experience, and 
the predictions uttered by Lady Hester Stanhope on the occasion of 
Lamartine’s visit to that eccentric lady at Dgioun, on the mountains 
of Lebanon, in the autumn of 1832. In the course of this inter- 
view Lady Hester remarked, ‘‘ Europe is done for; France. alone 
has a great task to fulfil; you will take part in it.”’ Towards the 
close of their conversation she observed, ‘‘ You will return to the 
West, but you will not be very long before you come back to the 
East; it is your country.” Without confessing myself a convert to 
the art of divination, I think it interesting thus to note the un- 
mistakable fulfilment of Lady Stanhope’s forebodings as evi- 
denced in Lamartine’s chequered career during the recent periods 
of his country’s history, 


TABLE TALK. 


The Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty have received

The commissioners for the exhibition of 1851 in their late 
report deem it desirable to call attention to the fact, that the last 
three exhibitions of this nature which have taken place in Paris 
have been held on a site (the Champs Elysées) very closely corre- 
sponding to our own Hyde-park in many respects, and particularly 
resembling it in being the most fashionable and the most frequented 
promenade in Paris, more frequented indeed than the particular 
spot selected on the present occasion has ever been, or is likely to 
be, and yet it does not appear that the Parisians have had occasion 
to complain of those annoyances which are now apprehended by 
some persons in this country. 


The literary and scientific meetings of the past week com- 
prise the Entomological, United Service Institution, Horticultural, 


Royal Botanic, Archeological Association, Zoological, and Bo- 
tanical. 


The cultivation of the vine in the southern provinces of 
Russia has been much encouraged by the Government, but the 
quantity of wine produced is still very insignificant compared with 
what is imported from foreign countries, and especially from 


France. In St. Petersburg alone the consumption of champagne 
amounts to 690,500 bottles annually, although it is an expensive 
article, 


At the conclusion of the grand debate on Greece Mr. 
Roebuck said that, if he believed the House of Commons could con- 
demn the policy of the noble lord, then he would believe the nations 
of the world had reason for Supposing that by conspiring together 
they might crush us! (Cheers.) The House divided on Mr. Roe- 
buck’s motion, when the numbers were—Ayes, 310; noes, 264: 
majority in favour of the motion, 46. The announcement of the 
numbers was received with cheers. The House adjourned at four 
o’clock in the morning. Thus ended the strife. 


In private life (observed Mr. Cobden in the House) we no 
longer find it necessary to carry arms about us for our protection, 
as did our forefathers. There has been the discontinuance of the 
practice of duelling, and something should be done to carry the 
same spirit into the intercourse of nation’ In domestic life phy- 
sical Correction is giving way to moral influence. In schools and 
in lunatic asylums this principle is successfully adopted, and even 
the training of the lower animals is found to be better done by 
persuasion, Can’t you adopt something of this in the inter- 
course of nations? Whoever brings forward such a measure shall 
have my support; and if it should happen, as the hon. member has 
threatened me, that the consequences of my vote shall be the loss 
of my seat in this House, then I say, that next to the satisfaction of 
having contributed to the advance of one’s convictions is, in my 
Opinion, the satisfaction of having sacrificed something for them!

MISCELLANEOUS, 


ARRIVAL o¥ ‘rae Kon-1-Noor DiAMonp.—This price- 
ess gem arrived at Plymouth in her Majesty’s steam-sloop Medea > 
Commander Nicholas Lockyer, R.N., on Saturday morning last, at 
Seven o’clock, in the custody of Col. Mackeson, of the Kast India 
Company’s service, and Capt. Ramsay, military secretary to the 
Governor-General of India. The jewel was not transhipped, but 
was taken to Portsmouth in the Medea, where it remained on board 
in charge of the above officers, awaiting instructions from the 
Home-office as to its disposal. The Medea, on her passage from 
China, experienced awful weather, and was nearly lost in a typhoon 
off the Mauritius. An egg cut in two will give some idea of the 
Size. It has been valued at £2000,000 sterling.

West Inp1a Prnes.—The vessel Agnes, arrived in the 
West India Docks, from Nassau, New Providence, has brought 
12,000 pine apples, consigned to a well-known house, as part of her 
cargo. This is the first direct importation of West India pine 
apples into the metropolis duiing the present season. 


Armospuertc Ha yMAKING.—The other day a whirlwind 
visited a hayfield on a farm of Lord Braybrooke’s, near Saffron 
Walden, and rather astonished the troop of haymakers by hurrying 
off part of the materials upon which they were labouring, carrying 
it in fantastic shapes over the tops of the tall tress, and depositing 
some of it half a mile off. 


Cop Liver Orn.—Such has been the extraordinary 
demand for cod liver oil for medicinal purposes that the price has 
risen from £20 to £386 a ton. 


A New Cautrornta.—A discovery of a new gold region 
in the republic of Venezuela has been announced. ‘The circular 
which was printed at Ciudad Bolivar, in Angostura, is in Spanish, 
and is headed “El Oro del Yururay.”’ It sets forth that one Senor 
Pedro Monasterio, an inhabitant of the province of Barquesimeto, 
had just arrived from Upata, bringing with him the intelligence 
that rich auriferous grounds existed in the vicinity of the Yururay 
rivers, and producing visible tokens of the authenticity of the fact 
in the shape of samples of the precious mineral to the amount of 
150 ounces. These are stated to be composed of grains of various 
sizes, some of which are as large as lentils or grains of coffee, and 
some so large as to exceed half an ounce in weight. The standard 


of the ore is represented as of the highest purity, being of 24 
carats. 


NEWS OR PE "WE EK 
FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


BrRuNsWick.—THE CHoLEeRaA.—After the fearful and greatly 
dreaded scourge had partially quitted the city of Brunswick, it has 
returned under a more virulent and apparently more prominent 
form. It has appeared chiefly among the lower classes who reside 
in parts near the water. 

EGypt.—ALEXANDRIA.—In June the Viceroy Abbas Pasha 
came down from Cairo, and put to sea with three steamers for the 
island of Rhodes, to pay his respects to the Sultan, who was known 
to be there, and who had waited for his Highness. After per- 
forming quarantine Abbas Pasha was received in the most flatter- 
ing manner by the Sultan. His Turkish Majesty presented the 
Viceroy with a decoration, and the latter made over to him the 
fine screw-steamer Sharkeeyeh, which was so much admired in 
England, with all her appointments complete, every description of 
stores and provisions, a valuable horse and richly-embroidered 
saddle, and £50,000 sterling in hard dollars. Before going to 
Rhodes the Sultan visited some of the islands of the Archipelago 
and Candia, where his Majesty arrived on the 4th, and landed at 
Suda Bay with great pomp and ceremony. While at the town of 
Canea, the Sultan received Captain Graves and the officers of the 
surveying-ship Volage, who had been attentive in saluting and 
assisting in the construction of a landing-place ‘Ihe Sultan pre- 
sented to Captain Graves a snuff box with his cipher enriched with 
diamonds, valued at £150 sterling, and the captain sent to his Ma- 
jesty a collection of charts. The Viceroy has given to two 
merchants the commission of remitting to Constantinople the 
annual tribute which his Highness has to pay to the Sultan for the 
Pashalick of Egypt. This tribute amounts to a million and athird 
of Spanish dollars, or £280,000 sterling. 

Unirep Srates.—Alter a rapid passage across the Atlantic, of 
less than eleven days, the steam-ship AMERICA reached Liverpool 
on Sunday evening. She brings dates from New York to the 19th 
and Halifax to the 22nd ultimo, being four days later than those 
which arrived on Wednesday week by the Atlantic. The 
American prisoners at Havannah had been released by the direc- 
tion of the Spanish authorities. A calamitous fire had taken place 
on board the steamer Griffith, on Lake Erie, on the 16th; 
200 persons perished. The Cuban affair has been entirely settled, 
the American prisoners having been released after passing through 
the form of a trial. A rencontre had taken place in New York 
between Mr. N. P. Willis and Mr, Edwin Forrest, in which the 
former was seriously injured. The Supreme Judicial Court of 
Massachusetts has decided against granting Professor Webster a 
new trial. He will probably be executed, but the time is not yet 
fixed. A destructive conflagration has occurred in Columbia, 
Pennsylvania, in which thirty houses and a railroad depét were 
consumed. 


Canapa.—A destructive fire took place at Montreal on Saturday 
evening, June 15, consuming two hundred houses and a large 
quantity of lumber. The flames spread with great rapidity, and 
were subdued only by the strenuous exertions of the firemen. 
Among the buildings destroyed were St. Ann’s Church, and a 
number of valuable private dwellings. One or two women did not 
succeed in making their escape, and perished in the flames. 

West Inpia Maiu.—Letters from Martinique mention a revolt 
of the negroes against the whites. Many persons were killed, and 
a city set on fire in several places. The grossest outrages had been 
committed ; but at the latest dates the whites were under arms, 
and the blacks keptin awe. The TRENT royal mail steam-ship, 
Captain Clark, arrived at Southampton on Tuesday, with the West 
India and Pacific mails. She left Jamaica on the 7th ult.; conse- 
quently her news has been anticipated vid New York, The Trent 
brings on freight the large sum of 1,219,550 dollars on merchants’ 
account, a great quantity of which consists of Californian gold. 

InpIaA AND CHINA.—THE OVERLAND Mait.—A file of Bombay 
papers has reached us to the 25th of May. ‘The principal event isa 
deplorable accident at Benares, described in another column. India 
is tranquil throughout. The Affredees have lately behaved 
peaceably, and appear anxious for anaccommodation. ‘The Supreme 
Government is understood to have rescinded its orders respecting 
the working of the salt mines at Kohat, which had occasioned the 
disaffection of the Affredees and Wuzarees, and rendered those 
tribes accessible to the intrigues of Dhost Mahomed. The hill 
tribes have, therefore, succeeded in compelling the adoption of free- 
trade principles as respects salt. 

Cuina.— The China papers of the month of May are barren of 
incident. Business is reported rather dull. The pirate chief 
Shap’igtsai (whose fleet was recently destroyed by the English 
men-of-war in the Gulf of Tonquin) had given in his submission 
to the Chinese Government on terms which had secured office to 
himself and his lieutenants, and amnesty for his followers. He is 
now a mardarin of the fifth grade. His followers are pardoned 
and ‘‘affectionately admonished to return to their homes and 
endeavour to become good subjects.” 

SarAwak.—Late accounts from Sarawak inform us that a memo- 
rial had been forwarded to that place signed by about fifty of the 
principal Malay and Dyak chiefs of Serebas, promising never to 
commit piracy again, and agreeing to give information of others 
who might intend to go pirating from their river, &c. These chiefs 
represent 250 Dyak villages, besides the Malay inhabitants. 

CocH1N.—Accounts from Cochin China state that cholera had 
made its appearance in that country and had committed great 
ravages, traversing the whole kingdom.

DEATH 


OF THE 


RIGHT HON. SIR ROBERT PEEL. 


Sir Ropert Peer 1s DEap! Seldom have we to give currency 
to a phrase of more mournful import; as it was borne on the public 
voice every bosom became penetrated with deep-felt sorrow. It has 
thrilled through the ramified fibres of society with the painful 
emotion of a national calamity; and, although as a people we feel 
more personally the loss of this great statesmen, still, as the melan- 
choly news reaches shore after shore, the whole civilized world will 
offer unprejudiced homage to his talents, and unaffected regret for 
his melancholy death. In the destinies of nations his voice was 
potent; for as society advanced he made his private feelings suc- 
cumb to national policy, thus securing internal peace, while he 
spread abroad those humanizing influences that adapt the body of 
the people to the fulfilment of a progressive position. The shades 
of party differences have disappeared; the wordy wranglings of 
political strife are hushed; the bitterness and anger of the partisan 
have subsided in one universal feeling of regret for the premature 
termination of the career of one of the ablest statesmen in the 
world. The politician, the merchant, the banker, and the 
tradesman feel that a master-mind, ever ready to solve the 
difficult prob'ems of government, has passed away and left 
an irreparable blank. The strugglirg aspiraut for artistic fame, 
or he who already had been acknowledged to have achieved great- 
ness, laments the loss of a discriminating and kind patron; while 
the literary man sorrows for one who aided legitimate talent, and 
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associated him as a friend at his table. A powerful and wealthy 
party in the state finds itself deprived of a head. A family, 
fruitful with talent, suddenly are bereaved of a venerated parent ; 
a devoted wife of an adored husband; and a monarch, a people, a 
nation, of a great statesman. His virtues were manifold—his 
Christianity practical—and with tne aspirations of the words of the 
Holy Communion on his lips his spirit departed to that ‘‘ kingdom 
which shall have no end ” 

“ Strange (says the 7%mes) that on the bloodless field of statesman- 
ship death should so often come with the suddenness, the violence, and 
the anguish of war! Chatham fell fighting. His still greater son sank 
under the news of Austerlitz. Perceval was assassinated on the 
threshold of the House, his hand filled with papers, and a speech 
on his tongue. Castlereagh’s end was still more awful. Romilly, 
too, was a statesman as well as a lawyer. Lord Liverpool was 
struck down in the midst of his duties. Canning fell suddenly 
while soaring in the pride of his might. Huskisson perished ter- 
ribly in the midst of his former colleagues, Bentinck aspired to be 
a statesman, and died in full health, without a moment’s warning. 
But who would have thought that Peel would one day be added to 
the list? The hero of a hundred fights still survives. All around 
us we see octogenarian generals and admirals suryiving countless 
accidents of battle and of flood, and dyi:g at last of slow decay. 
Sir Robert Peel falls by a sudden casualty, before his strength has 
begun to fail or his mind to decline.” 


THE FAMILY OF THE PEELS. 


Sir Robert Peel, father of the late baronet, was born the 25th of 
April, 1750, at Peel’s-cross, near Lancaster; the family was ancient, 
though not wealthy ; he was the third son, and named after his 
father. Robert and most of his brothers were brought up to the 
cotton trade, Purchasing for a small sum a method of leaving a 
pattern of a pure and beautiful white colour on cotton, he joined 
Mr. Yates in an extensive factory at Bury, in Lancashire, and in 
1783 married Ellen, the daughter of his partner, who had just 
attained her 17th year. In 1780 he’ published a pamphlet entitled 
“* The National Debt Productive of National Prosperity ;’’ and in 
1790 was returned a member of Parliament for ‘'amworth. The 
firm of Yates and Peel amassed a large amount of money, ard in 
1797, in answer to the appeal of Government, purchased into the 
funds £10,000 stock, for which was paid two years after the peace 
£133. 6s. 8d. for each £100. In 1800 Mr. Peel had conferred upon 
him the title of baronet, and in 1820 he retired from Parliament. 
On the 8rd of May, 1880, he died, aged 80, at his seat, Drayton- 
park, Staffordshire. The first wife of Sir Robert Peel died in 1803, 
leaving six sons and five daughters ; and in 1805 Sir Robert married 
Susannah, sister of the Rev. Sir W. H. Clarke, rector of Bury, then 
in her 58rd year; she died in 1824. Besides his large landed 
property, which he entailed upon his eldest son, together with, it 
is supposed, near half a million in money, he left about £150,000 
to each of his younger sons, and about £50,000 to each of his 
daughters. He had previously advanced or settled uron his several 
children above £240,000, besides an income of £9000 per annum 
secured to his eldest son. 


THE RIGHT HONOURABLE SIR ROBERT PEEL. 


The eldest son of the first baronet, the late Sir Robert Peel, was 
born February 5, 1788, in a small cottage in the neighbourhood 
of Chamber-hall, near Bury, the family mansion at the time 
undergoing repair. His father, desirous of rearing him in those 
political precepts which he conceived beneficial to his country, and 
anxious that his son should become distinguished among his coun- 
trymen, carefully attended to the first dawn of intellectual life. He 
was afterwards sent to Harrow, where he was a contemporary of 
Byron, who, in after life, thus spoke of his fellow-student :— 

‘Peel, the orator and statesman (that was or is to be), was 
my form-fellow, and we were both at the top of our remove (a public- 
school phrase). We were both on good terms; but his brother was 
my intimate friend. There were always great hopes of Peel amongst 
us all, masters and scholars—and he has not disappointed them. As 
a scholar, he was greatly my superior; as a declaimer and actor, I 
was reckoned at least his equal; as a schoolboy out of school, I was 
always in scrapes, and he never ; and in school he always knew his 
lesson, and I rarely—but when I knew it I knew it nearly as well. 
In general information, history, &c., I think I was his superior, as 
well as of most boys of my standing.” 

After leaving Harrow young Mr. Peel was entered a gentle- 
mancommonerof Christ Church, Oxford, where he most favourably 
distinguished himself, obtaining a double first class, 


POLITICAL CAREER. 

To enter upon this history would be to record the politics of the 
last forty years. We shall, therefore, only allude to a few striking 
events. 

In 1809, Mr. Peel having become of age, he was returned to Parlia- 
ment as member for Cashel. Early in the following year he wasse- 
lected to second the address in reply to the royal speech on the opening 
of Parliament. It is recorded that his first speech was decidedly 
a successful effort; and, considering that he was scarcely 22 years 
of age, itis remarkable that heshould so soon have taken his position, 
Before the close of the same year he was appointed Under Secre- 
tary of State for the Home Department. He very early displayed 
those administrative abilities which distinguished him in every 
official position throughout his official career, so that on the 12th of 
September, 1812, he was appointed to the important post of Chief 
Secretary for Ireland. He had previously been made a Privy 
Councillor. In 1815 the rancorous expressions of opposite polities 
ran so high that Mr. Peel challenged D, O’Connell, when the latter 
gentleman was arrested by the sheriff both in Dublin and London. 
In 1817 Mr. Peel introduced the present system of police into 
Ireland. The year 1819, on the most important measure to which the 
name of the deceased baronet is attached—his Currency Bill— 
beheld the father opposing the son in the arena of the Commons. 
The affecticn displayed by each was truly admirable—the parent 
speaking of his son as ‘‘a very near and dear relation ;’ while the 
son observed, ‘‘ I am under the painful necessity of opposing myself 
to an authority to which I have always bowed from my youth up, 
and to which I hope I shall always continue to bow with deference. 
My excuse is that I have a great public duty to perform, and that, 
whatever may be my private feelings, from that duty I must not 
shrink.” In 1817 Mr. Peel was elected as representative of the 
University of Oxford, and so continued to the year 1829, when his 
measures on behalf of the Roman Catholics lost him his election. 
In 1826 he introduced his celebrated reforms of the criminal code, 
but in 1827 refused to hold office under Canning. In 1828 Mr. 
Peel became Secretary of State for the Home Department under 
the Duke of Wellington, and the following year passed the Catholic 
Emancipation Act, and also introduced the new system of police. 
In 1830 the reform agitation commenced, and Sir RK. Peel retired 
from office and reorganized his party under the name of Conserva- 
tives—that is, Tories conceding imperative judicious reforms, 
Summoned from Rome in 1834, he was invested with the office of 
Prime Minister, but, being defeated on the appropriation clause of 
the Irish Tithe Bill in 1835, he resigned. In 1836 he was 
elected Lord Rector of Glasgow University. 1841 saw Sir 
Robert again Minister, and in 1842 he rescued the country from its 
prostrate financial state by the income and property tax. Resigning 
office, he continued until his late lamented death a practical inde- 
pendent member, forwarding such measures as he believed con- 
ducive to his country’s good, and opposing the contrary. He rather 
aided than thwarted the present Administration until within a few 
hours of the fatal accident. The Times observes:—“ On Friday the 
House of Commons, which, for more than furty years, has witnessed 
the triumphs and reverses of the great Conservative chief, was filled 


with an extraordinary assemblage, anxious for the result of a great 
political crisis. Sir Robert addressed them withan ability anda spirit 
which recalled his more youthful efforts and more powerful days. 
It was the first occasion for four years that elicited any serious or 
direct opposition to the policy of her Majesty’s present advisers ; 
and, not to reopen a debate full of mistakes and cross purposes, it 
must be allowed that the speech was at least an admirable cefence 
of the principles on which Sir Robert and his colleagues had ever 
proceeded. He sat down, as our report says, amid ‘ loud and long- 
continued cheering.’ Within a few hours the statesman who had 
commanded the applause of that listening senate was a wreck of 
life and strength, shattered, feeble, restless, and agonized. ‘The 
feverish interval is past. ‘That heart has ceased to beat; that 
tongue is ever still. That ardent spirit and capacious intellect are 
now in another and unknown world.” 


APPEARANCE IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


‘* A stranger to the House of Commons,” says Francis, ‘‘ who, 
having heard of Sir R. Peel’s influence there, had conceived some 
ideal portrait of a great orator, would be disappointed. * * * 
He would notice with surprise the orator’s elbow resting on the 
table before him, while his pointed finger shakes ominously at his 
opponents, and one leg is crossed over the other—the posture of a 
man laying down an argument to a familiar friend—or his thumbs 
buried in the pockets of his capacious waistcoat, while his coat is 
thrown back ostentatiously, as some foreigners do to show their fine 
velvet linings; or, as is more commonly the case, his hands hidden 
under his coat tails, while he stands much as he might with his 
back to a fire; these are not exactly the positiuns or the gestures of 
a great orator.” 

Sir Robert Peel could have no ambition for office for the gain 
accruing ina monetary point of view; titles he had been offered, and 
he rejected them. His feelings on those points are best described by 
himself on resigning office in April, 1835:—*t For myself,” said the 
honourable baronet, ‘‘ the whole of my political life has been spent 
in the House of Commons, the remainder of it shall be spent there; 
and, whatever may be the conflict of parties, I, for one, would 
wish to stand well with the House, whether in a majority or in a 
minority.” 

FAMILY OF SIR ROBERT PEEL. 

In 1820 Sir Robert married the youngest daughter of General 
Sir John Floyd, by whom he has left four sons and two daughters. 
The eldest daughter married Viscount Villiers, eldest son of the 
Earl of Jersey. Mr. Robert Peel, the eldest son, is chargé d’affaires 
at Berne; Mr. Frederick Peel, distinguished for the honours ob- 
tained at Cambridge, is M.P. for Leomin ter; Captain William 
Peel, R.N., was promoted to his piesent rank for his bravery in 
China; Arthur Wellesley Peel is still, we believe, at college; Hiiza 
(Miss Peel) is unmarried. So prostrated was the unfortunate Lady 
Peelatthe precarious state of her dear husband, and so exhausted 
were the powers of humanity in watchfulness and anxiety, that it 
was judged prudent not toinform her of the inevitable dissolution 
of her beloved husband as the moment of expiring life approached. 
Men of science, art, and literature were frequently summoned to 
the hospitable board of Sir R. Peel; and, when poor Haydon 
erroneously snapped the tie of his existence, a messenger was 
instantly despatched with a sum of money for immediate require- 
ments from the generous baronet. ‘The families of the Duke of 
Richmond, the Marquis of Ailsa, Lord Henley, Lord Mountcashel, 
and the Right Hon. G. Dawson, relatives of the deceased baronet, 
are thrown into mourning by the untoward event. 


THE FATAL ACCIDENT. 


On Saturday last, late in the afternoon, Sir Robert Peel was 
proceeding on horseback slowly up Constitution-hill, and had 
arrived near to Hyde-park-corner, when the horse shied and threw 
up its heels; the honourable baronet was thrown off, falling heavily 
on the upper part of his breast and face; retaining his hold of the 
reins, the horse came down on its knees on the back of theunfor- 
tunate gentleman, Dr. Foucart, of Glasgow, and other gentlemen 
immediately ran and assisted in raising the baronet; but so pale was 
his face that he was notimmediately recognised. Sir James Clarke, 
the Queen’s physician, happening to be passing, rendered every 
aid in his power. The Rev. Mr. Mackenzie stating the oecur- 
rence to some ladies in the first conveyance he met, Mrs. Lucas at 
once surrendered her carriage to the service of the gentleman, into 
which, as soon as circumstances permitted, Sir Robert was assisted, 
and conveyed home. Sir B. Brodie and other medical gentlemen 
were speedily in attendance, when it was found that there was a 
severe injury of one shoulder, with a fracture of the left collarbone, 
but as to internal injuries time could only solve their extent. 
Public anxiety was instantly expressed, so that it was found neces- 
sary to issue regular bulletins. The kind and affectionate regard 
of our beloved Monarch was evinced by repeated inquiries; other 
branches of our Royal Family were assiduous in ascertaining the 
progress of the lamented baronet’s health. The veteran Duke of 
Wellington proved the warmth of his frieadship by messengers 
despatched as early as six in the morning, which were shortly fol- 
lowed by his Royal Mistress’s servants, and reiterated by the 
personal calls of his Royal Highness Prince Albert and ‘‘the 
Duke.’”’ The Duke and Duchess of Cambridge, the Duchess of 
Gloucester, the Count de Neuilly, and the Nepaulese Ambassador, 
made inquiries; while numbers of our noble aristocracy, members 
of the House of Commons, and other distinguished persons 
were incessant in their calls, and in the expressions of their 
sympathy and earnest regret for the disastrous occurrence; nor 
were the people less afflicted: they a:tended near to the house 
in crowds to catch the slightest information, and murmured 
forth their grief. On Monday night the bulletin issued at ten 
o’clock was not so favourable as those preceding, and Viscount 
Hardinge (who for many years has been on the most affectionate 
terms of friendship with Sir R. Peel) was sent for. The noble 
viscount answered the summons immediately, and remained with 
his right honourable friend throughout the night, taking leave for 
a short time only when the more favourable bulletin was issued on 
the morning of Tuesday. 

Up to Tuesday, at half-past one, no decidedly fatal symptoms had 
been evinced, and the following bulletin was issued :— 


“Sir Robert Peel expresses himself as suffering less pain; and in other 
respects is quite as well as he was this mornins. ~ : 

* July 2, half-past one p.m.” + 

The carriages of the nobility were, however, by orders of the 
medical gentlemen, not allowed to approach the house; and none 
but the nearest relations were permitted to enter the mansion. 

The anxiety exhibited to learn the contents of the bulletin was 
so great that when the servant was seen leaving the mansion with 
ita perfect rush of the crowd to the gates took place, and the 
policeman in attendance was compelled to read it aloud, for the 
information of the parties present. 


At half-past six o’clock the following bulletin was issued :— 

“« Sir Robert Peel is much exhausted, and, altogether, not so well as he 
was in the early part of the day. 

“* Monday, July 2, 1850, half=past six p,m.” 

After this time instructions were given to admit no person within 
the gates except the Bishop of Gibraltar, that right reverend pre- 
late having been sent for shortly previous by Sir Robert’s de sire, 
to administer the last sacrament of the church to the right hon. 
baronet. 

The Bishop of Gibraltar arrived shortly before eight o’clock, 
and was admitted to the presence of the right hon. baronet, with 
whom he remained for nearly an hour. Sir Robert at this time 
became very much worse, and all the members of his family were 
introduced to take a last leave of their revered relative, 
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At a few minutes past ten o’clock all hope was dispelled by the 
following bulletin :— 

“Sir Robert Peel has been getting rapidly worse since seven o’clock. 

“Ten p.m., Tuesday, July 2, 1850.” 

At nine minutes after eleven o’clock p.m., July 2, Sir R. Peel 
breathed his last in the presence of nearly all the members of his 
family placidly, and his mental faculties unimpaired. He died in 
the dining-room of his mansion, where he had been first conveyed 
on being brousht home after the accident. 

The acuteness of pain was such as to prevent that strict medical 
scrutiny requisite in such an occurrence, the sensitiveness of pain in 
the patient causing him to repel every attempt. After his demise it 
ie discovered that a rib was fractured which had injured the 
ungs. 

Intelligence of the melancholy event was immediately forwarded 
to Buckingham Palace, and by electric telegraph to several family 
connections of the right hon. baronet resident in the country. 

Decply are we pained to add that the state of Lady Peel, arising 
from the dreadtul loss she has sustained, has rendered it necessary 
to callin the professional aid of Sir Beniamin Brodie. 


AUTHENTICATED PARTICULARS. 
Not given in the above Statement. 


On being lifted out of the carriage which conveyed him to White- 
hall-gardens, Sir Robert Peel revived, and walked, with assistance, 
into the house. On entering the mansion, Sir Robert was met by 
Lady Peel and the members of his family, who had been awaiting 
his arrivalin painful anxiety after having received intelligence of 
the accident. Lady Peel was overwhelmed with emotion, and 
would have flung herself into her husband’s arms had not Sir J. 
Clarke and the other gentlemen in attendance removed her. The 
effect of the meeting upon Sir Robert was extremely painful. He 
swooned in the arms of Dr. Foucart, and was placed upon a sofa in 
the nearest apartment (the dining-room). 

During Saturday evening Sir Robert was permitted to sce Lady 
Peel and the members of his family; but after this time it was 
thought advisable to exclude all strangers from the apartment, for 
fear of producing any additional excitement. Sir Robert passed a 
restless night on Saturday, his extreme sensibility to touch increas- 
ing hourly, and his symptoms altogether becoming very alarming. 
which at the first some of the medical gentlemen in attendance did 
not consider them to be. On Sunday evening, the pulse having 
increased from between 80 and 90, at which it had ranged after the 
accident, to upwards of 100, it was deemed necessary to take some 
blood, with-a view of reducing the inflammation. Twenty leeches 
were accordingly applied to the left shoulder by Dr. Foucart, and a 
large quantity of blood was obtained. There was no positive 
improvement in the condition of the patient from this operation, 
and he continued in a very precarious state throughout the whole 
of Sunday and Monday. On Monday night the alarming symptoms 
were greatly increased. About seven o’clock Sir Robert became 
delirious, and attempted to raise himself up in bed. In this state 
he continued during the greater part of the night, and at intervals 
he became so much exhausted that his medical attendants were 
several times of opinion that he could not survive through the night. 
In the paroxysms of his sufferings Sir Robert’s thoughts were 
with his oldest and dearest friends, and the names of Hardinge 
and Graham were frequently upon his lips. At four o’clock on 
Tuesday morning Sir Robert fell into a sound sleep, in which he 
continued uninterruptedly until eight o’clock. On awaking, his 
mind was quite composed, and his medical attendants considered 
him io be much refreshed by the rest he had enjoyed. There was 
still, however, cause for intense anxiety, From the period of the 
accident up to this time (nearly seventy hours) Sir Robert had taken 
no other sustenance than a glass of champagne and the yolk of one 
egg beaten up, which he wasinduced with some difficulty to swallow. 
Medicine had been administered, as a matter of course, but through- 
out the same lengthened period the system had remained perfectly 
inactive. The pulse had greatly increased on Tuesday, marking 
from 112 to 118, and becoming very weak. At noon on Tuesday 
Sir Robert expressed himself to be a little easier. This relief was, 
unhappily, of short duration. 

From two o’elock to six o’clock the change for the worse was 
progressive, the pulse increasing to 130, and becoming gradually 
weaker. Stimulants were administered, but had no apparent effect, 
and the stertorous breathing became more and more painful. The 
relatives were now informed that all the relief medical science could 
afford was exhausted, and that no hope whatever existed of Sir 
Robert Peel’s life being prolonged for twenty-four hours. The 
Bishop of Gibraltar (the Rev. Dr. Tomlinson), a very old friend of 
Sir Robert, was now sent for to administer the last offices of the 
church. On the arrival of the prelate it was intimated to Lady Peel 
and the members of the family that they might now, without risk 
of increasing the dangerous condition of the patient, be admitted to 
the apartment in which he was lying. 

The lamented sufferer revived sufficiently during one period of 
the Interview to identify the features of tho-e beloved ones sur- 
rouniing his couch—towards whom he at length extended his 
faltering hand, and, in an attitude bespeaking the intensity of his 
feelings, whispered in a scarcely audible voice—‘‘ Gop BLESS You !”” 

At the termination of this distressing scene Lord Hardinge and 
Sir James Graham) who had been informed of the fatal result anti- 
Clpated, were admitted to the presence of the patient, now rapidly 
Sinking. Both gentlemen were painfully affected ; and well might 
Lord Hardinge remark on leaving the room that the contemplation 
of his beloved friend upon his dying couch had more unnerved him 
than all the dangers he had encountered on the plains of Moodkee 
and Sobraon. 

At nine o’clock Sir Robert had become so exhausted as to be 
callous to all external impressions. The members of his family 
Still remained near him, with the exception of Lady Peel, whose 
Painfully excited feelings rendered it absolutely necessary to 
remove her from the apartment. The sufferer’s strenzth was, 
ene so far exhausted that, although he gave occasional indica- 
h Be of being sensible of their presence, the power of utterance 

ad altogether ceased, and it soon became evident that his end was 
Tapidly approaching. 

ee obert ceased to exist at nine minutes after eleven o’clock.

Messrs. Ring and Brymer employed 
their usual skill and labour in furnishing the tables with the most 
delicious viands, to which ample justice was done by the guests.

Meerine or Surrey Maaistrates.—The magistrates 
for the county of Surrey have held their general quarterly meeting at 
the Court-house, Guildford. The calendar contains the names of 
22 prisoners, not one of whom, it appears, is able to read and write 
well, and the great majority are unable to do either. 


Apuutr OrpHaNn AsyLuM.—The annual general meeting 
of the supporters of this charity has been held at the Asylum, St. 
Andrew’s-place, Regent’s-park—Earl Manvers 1n the chair. With 
regard to their finances, the report stated that of late serious 
reductions had been made in the amount of the funded property of 
the institution, in order to make good the deficiencies of former 
years, but during the past year no such encroachment had been 
deemed necessary. 


Heatru or Lonpon.—In the week ending last Satur- 
day, 965 deaths were registered in London. The increase on the 
return of the previous week, when only 779 deaths occurred, arises, 
not from an increased rate of mortality, but from an influx of cases 
which had been the subjects of coroners’ inquests at various periods 
in the last three months, but were not registered till the end of the 
quarter. The corrected average for ten corresponding weeks in 
1840-9 is 994; compared with which the deaths of last week exhibit 
a decrease of 29. The mean temperature was 642 deg. It was 
more than 7 deg. above the average on the first four days, and it 
was below it during the remainder of the week. 


Tue ATTACK UPON HER MagsgsTY THE QurENn.— 
The manner in which Pate made the attack on Thursday (last 
week) has not yet been accurately described; at the same time we 
gave all the particulars current in our first and second editions of 
last week. ‘The facts are as follow:—He had stationed himself as 
nearly as possible at the edge of the kerbstone on the left-hand side 
of the egress gate of the courtyard of Cambridge-house. When 
the outriders came out they were immediately followed by the 
postillions in charge of the royal carriage. A momentary pause 
took place while the outriders were clearing the road for the royal 
carriage, and at this instant, her Majesty being brought directly 
opposite to Pate, the fellow struck her with very considerable 
violence in the manner before described. The blow caused her 
Majesty to swerve on one side for an instant, and occasioned much 
alarm to the royal children, of whom there were 1n the carriage 
with her Majesty the Prince of Wales, the Prince Alfred, and the 
Princess Alice. Renwick, the Queen’s sergeant footman, who was 
sitting behind her Majesty, observed Pate strike the blow, and, 
springing forward, seized the fellow by the collar. The postillions, 
looking round at the instant, while in the act of turning into the 
road, saw Renwick thus engaged, and pulled up their horses, which 
her Majesty observing, she immediately said, ‘‘ Go on; I am not 
hurt.”’ The royal carriage then proceeded to Buckingham Palace. 
The first examination at the Home-office was of a nature simply to 
identify the offender; and his committal being made out it was 
placed in the hands of Mr. Otway, under whose charge he was 
subsequently conveyed in a cab to the House of Detention in 
Clerkenwell. Before leaving the Home-office, and while waiting 
his committal, the prisoner wrote down a list of books which he 
requested he might be furnished with from his library. Among 
the books he wished for were “Guizot’s History of Civilization,” 
‘‘Palace of Architecture,” &c. A large crowd awaited the pri- 
soner’s departure from the Home-office, and when he was brought 
out the hissing and hooting on the part of the spectators was 
fearful. ‘ Scoundrel!” ‘ Rascal!” and other similar ejaculations 
resounded on every side, and it was with some difficulty that the 
police could protect him from the summary vengeance of the 
people. Mr. Pate, sen., father of the prisoner, has arrived in town, 
and waited upon the authorities in reference to his son’s painful 
position. This gentleman is highly respected in Cambridgeshire, 
for which county he filled the office of high sheriff only the year 
before last. While in custody at the Vine-street station the pri- 
soner recognised one of the inspectors, who is a member of a highly 
respectable family resident at Wisbeach. In the course of conver- 
sation the officer remarked, ‘I wish to Heaven I had been at your 
right hand yesterday and then this should not have happened.” 
The prisoner replied’ emphatically, ‘* I wish to Heaven you had.” 
He afterwards added to the same officer, ‘‘ That he had felt very 
low for some time past.’”’ He made no allusion to the crime with 
wkich he stands charged, but appeared rather anxlous to avoid the 
subject. The prisoner has lodged for some time over Messrs. 
Fortuum and Mason’s premises at the corner of Duke-street and 
Piccadilly. The person who has charge of the house describes 
him to have been of a very absent turn of mind, and states that he 
would sit for hours at the window without occupation of any kind. 
His apartments are very elegant, and the cap and sword belonging 
to him when in the hussars are suspended on one of the walls. 
His wardrobe is described as being extensive and valuable. Inthe 
course of the ordinary vi it of Mr. Wakefield, the surgeon to the 
prison and to the House of Correction, Coldbath- fields, the pri- 
soner underwent an examination by him, and the conclusion arrived 
at by him was that, so far from there being any symptonis indicating 
derangement of mind, there was not the least ground for supposing 
that he was not perfectly sane. The prisoner appeared to treat his 
grave position with cool indifference, and seemed quite contented 
in his solitary cell, and throughout the day expressed no wish to 
see any one. 


PROVINCIAL. 


Diocesan INSTITUTION FORTHE TRAINING OF SCHOOL- 
MISTRESSES AT Derspy.—On Saturday morning last, being the 
time appointed for laying the first stone of this institution, the belle 
of the several churches in Derby rang merrily in celebration of the 
eyent. At ten o’clock the lord bishop of the diocese and a large 


number of the clergy, together with his worship the mayor and 
many of the laity, assembled at the school-rooms In Curzon-street 
and partook of an elegant breakfast, the contribution of the cem- 
mittee and their friends, The room was decorated with evergreens, 
and behind the chair was suspended a well-executed drawing of the 
intend d building. The tables were most tastefully decorated with 
the ch» cest flowers from the gardens of the Right Hon. Edward 
Strutt and William Evans, Esq., M.P., and the whole had a very 
pleasing and beautiful appearance. More than forty clergymen 
sat down to breakfast. Subsequently the bishop and congrega- 
tion, preceded by the police, with the sergeants at mace, &c., 
walked in procession to the site of the intended building. ‘The 
proceedings created the greatest enthusiasm. 


Str Rospert Peev.—Tamwortu.—The fatal accident 
which has befallen the right hon. baronet has excited one universal 
expression of sympathy and regret throughout all classes of the 
community around Drayton and in the borough of Tamworth. 


Tue BricuTon Pavition.—The grounds of the 
Brighton Pavilion, recently purchased of the Woods and Forests 
by the commissioners of Brighton, under powers conferred on them 
Ry act of the present Parliament, have been opened to the 
public.

Tue Riot ar DunFERMLINE.—The late alarming riot 
at Dunfermline has happilv passed off without coming to any serious 
termination—the presence of the military, aud the energetic mea- 
sures taken by the authorities and others on the spot, having pre- 
vented the serious consequences which many anticipated would 
ensue from the violence exhibited by both parties of the mob. 


ACCIDENTS AND OFFENCES, 


Terriric ExpLosion oF GUNPOWDER.— Last week 
as the early goods train was proceeding towards Cumnock an acci- 
dent occurred which, severe though it has been, might have been 
much more so. The train had, among goods of various descrip- 
tions, some trucks loaded with gunpowder, to the amount of two 
tons, in barrels. Just as the train, a little past seven, had passed 
the Ballochmyle-bridge, from some cause not yet known, but sup- 
posed to be sparks from the engine, it exploded, and scattered 
destruction around. Over a circle of country of more than twenty 
miles diameter the concussion was audible, It is gratifying to 
know that no individual has been injured. 


Farau Rattway AccIDENT.—Last week, about three 


‘quarters of a mile below the Oughtibridge station, on the Man- 


chester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire Railway, three men were 
repairing the line, and observing a goods train approaching from 
Sheffield two of them stepped out of the way, but the other, James 
Marshall, aged 29, neglecting the instructions to be observed by 
repairers on the approach of a train, stepped on the down line, and, 
before he had time to consider his position, the express down train, 
which is due at Sheffield at 43 minutes past five o’clock, came down 
upon him and killed him. The body, when found, presented a dread- 
fuliy mutilated appearance. 


Fara, AccipeNntT IN CuHatHam Dockyarp.—On 
Saturday last, about eleven a.m., a melancholy accident occurred 
in the third dock, in which the Nankin, 50-gun frigate, is fitting. 
Mr. James Barnard, of Rochester, had gone on board the ship, and, 
after remaining there some little time, was about leaving it by the 
porthole used by the shipwrights as ‘a gangway, when he fell head- 
long into the dock, a depth of about thirty feet. Assistance was 
rendered immediately, and he was removed to Melville Hospital, 
attended by the deputy-inspector, Dr. Drummond, and other me- 
dical officers of the hospital, but death put an end to his sufferings 
in about two hours afterwards. From a post-mortem examina- 
te it was found that the skull had been fractured and both legs 

roken. 


IncENDIARISM.—On Saturday last Thomas Grix, of 
Lyng, labourer, was committed to take his trial at the next as- 
sizes, for having, on the 16th of June, feloniously set fire toa 
stack of hay, the property of William Frost, of that place, farmer. 


ALARMING Fire AT GALE-HALL, NEAR MELMERBY.— 
A dreadful fire (observes the Carlisle Patriot) took place at Gale- 
hall on Wednesday night last, by which the dwelling-house, fur- 
niture, and fourteen years’ clip of wool were totally destroyed. It 
is supposed that spontaneous combustion took place. 


Surcipe By A CLERGYMAN.—An_ inquest has been 
held before Mr. Bedford on the body of the Rev. W. Guscott, 
curate of Bagthorpe, Norfolk, who committed suicide in King’s 
College Hospital, a day or two since, while labouring under excite- 
ment, caused by the terror of a serious operation to which, from 
the nature of his disease, he was about to submit. The jury re- 
turned a verdict of ‘‘ Temporary insanity.” 


Deatru FROM CHLoROFORM AT Guy’s HospITAL.— 
An important investigation has taken place before Mr. William 
Payne, the coroner for London.and Southwark, and a special jury, 
in the board-room of Guy’s Hospital, respecting the death of Alex- 
ander Scott, aged 34, a police-constable of the R division, who died 
from the effects of chloroform while undergoing an opevation for 
the removal of a portion of the right hand, which had been 
bitten by a man thirteen months previously whiist on duty at 
Deptford. The coroner asked the surgeon who attended Scott 
what was the cause of death?—Witness: The chloroform most 
undoubtedly. In this instance a very small quantity had been 
used, not a tenth part of what had been administered in other cases. 
Witness could not account for the patient dying, and was certain 
there was no disease about him. So strong and powerful an agent 
was chloroform that it could not be administered without some 
amount of risk and danger.—It appeared that Scott, against the sur- 
geon’s advice, was resolved to take chloroform. The coroner then 
summed up the evidence, remarking at some length on the melan- 
choly circumstaices of the case, and the jury, after a brief consul- 
tation, returned a verdict of ‘‘ Died from the effects of chloroform.”

The hour of commencement had been fixed for one o’clock, and 
before that hour very considerable numbers of visitors, chicfly 
of the higher classes, had arrived. ‘The proceedings com- 
menced with feats of archery, in which the various competitors 
showed great skill. Then came the ‘gillie callum,” or sword 
dance, and afterwards in quick succession the various trials of 
strength and skill, known as throwing the light hammer, reel and 
strathspey, tossing the caber, foot-race, Highland fling, broadsword 
exercise, putting the light stone, reel of Tulloch, throwing the 
heavy hammer, feats of skill with the sabre, foot-race, strathspey 
and reel steps, tossing the caber (first class), gillie callum, putting 
the heavy stone, claymore and target opposed to the bayonet, and 
the general strathspey and reel. These performances were all of 
the best, the dancing especially, full of spirit and national charac- 
ter. Some of the feats of strength, in ‘tossing the caber”’ and 
in “‘ throwing the heavy hammer,” were really astounding ; and the 
encounter between the bayonet and broadsword and target espe- 
cially interesting. 

At about a quarter past five o’clock the Queen arrived, with 
Prince Albert, the Prince of Wales, the Prince of Prussia, and 
some members of their respective suites. Her Majesty was received 
by a guard of honour composed of Scottish gentlemen, in the 
dresses of the different clans, and was greeted by the assembled 
multitude with enthusiastic cheering. The horses were taken from 
the carriages, and the royal visitors witnessed a great portion of 
the sports, with which they seemed highly amused. All went off

with great éclat, and without any accident, and her Majesty, on 
retiring, was cheered as loudly as when she arrived. 

In the evening a banquet was given by Lord Holland to the 
inhabitants of Kensingt«n; and there was afterwards a grand ball, 
the evening concluding with the national anthem, in which all the 
guests very heartily joined. The company attending on the ground 
during the day comprised many of the principal nobility and gentry, 
and several of the chiefs of clans, 

On Tuesday the gates of the several entrances to Holland-park on 
the Notting-hill side were opened at an early hour, and the archery 
commenced and was continued up to about one o’clock. in the 
meaniime, however, a competition in strathspey and reel playing 
on the violin, as performed in the Highland districts, touk place at 
the Prince of Wales Tavern, beyond Norland-square, it being 
understood that three prizes would be given away to the three best 
performers. The Neil Gow school is fast disappearing, and to 
Scotchmen the effort to keep up that style of music cannot fail to be 
interesting ; and assuredly the present ‘‘ candidates for honours”’ 
gave the best practical evidence that the genius of Neil Gow still ani- 
mates the musical mind of Scotchmen. There were nine competitors, 
Sir C. R. M‘Kenzie, Mr. Menzies, and Mr. Cameron M‘Phee 
were the judges. Each performer on this occasion was required to 
play a strathspey and a reel, the one to follow on the other without 
breaking off. The decision of the judges was ultimately in favour 
of William Currie, Peterhead; Duncan M‘Kercher, and Ewen 
Fraser, ee 

Then followed a repetition of the previous day’s sports. The 
contests between the sabre and target and the musket and bayonet 
were the most interesting. The play of Benson and Cragg, Asling 
and Twuhy, and of Corporal Newton and Bombardier Keating, and 
of Collins and Chapman, gave great satisfaction. A foot-race of 
1450 yards was well contested by three competitors, and was won by 
Mitchell Sowerbie, the second in being Charles Gow, and the third 
John F. Notman. Notman’s Highland fling, too, was much 
admired. Another foot-race took place, which was won by Donald 
M‘Raw. 
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tally exhausted. The depth to which 
he descended must have been from 15 
to 20 fathoms, from the time it took to 
bring himself to the surface again.”

An amusing scene was lately witnessed in Boston, on the 
occasion of Mr. Gliddon, the lecturer on Egypt, having unrolled a 
mummy. Mr. Gliddon translated inscriptions, dwelt with much 
unction on the process of embalming, and on the presumed con- 
dition and character of the deceased when in life, describing the 
mummy as that of a priestess, as shown by vestments, inscriptions, 
and other unmistakable signs; and, to do Mr. Gliddon justice, he 
produced a solemn, deep, and absorbing interest, a profound atten- 
tion and contemplation in a very large and intellectual audience.

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TERRIBLE EXPLOSION OF GUNPOWDER AT 
BENARES. 
FRIGHTFUL LOSS OF LIFE. 

A terrible calamity at Benares, by which upwards of one thou- 
sand persons lost their lives from the expl.sion of magazine-boats 
loaded with gunpowder, forms the great topic of the India mail. A 
fleet of thirty boats, containing ordnance stores, including no less 
than three thousand barrels of gunpowder, had reached Benares on 
their way to the upper provinces. Here they anchored on the Ist 
of May, off the principal landing-place, and close by the hotel, in 
the centre of the town. ‘They were under the charge of a warrant 
officer, who seems to have quitted his charge on arriving at Benares. 
About ten o’clock a burst of flame was seen for an instant to pro- 
ceed from one of the boats, followed by a terrific explosion, heard 
or felt ten miles off, which spread destruction and dismay every- 
where around. The boats themselves were of course destroyed, 
houses were shaken to their foundations, and doors and windows 
blown in. Four hundred and twenty human beings were killed on 
the spot, and the list of killed and wounded includes no fewer than 
twelve hundred. Arrangements were forthwith made to have the 
magazines of powder, hitherto too frequently situated in the centre 
of great towns or thickly-peopled neighbourhoods, removed to situa- 
tious less pregnant with danger. 
following :— 


“ Benares, May 2, 1850. 
‘On the night of the Ist of May, about half-past ten o’clock, 
blew up with terrific explosion a fleet of thirty Government ord- 
nance boats, with 3000 copper barrels of gunpowder, containing 
110 pounds each. ‘They caught fire from a separate boat on fire, 
and with some other boats moored near, belonging to other parties, 


were shattered to atoms, destroying, I believe, every individual | 
| 


soul in them. Onshore every house and person within a certain 
rauge was destroyed or severely injured. About 400 dead, dying, 
and wounded were removed yesterday, and the scene of destruc. 
tion, death, and suffering was heartrending. Messrs. Tuttle and 
Charles's New Hotel is destroyed, as also a lofty house near it, 
the residence of the Delhi princes, whose household of one hun- 
dred and fifty persons was buried in its ruins, and only eleven got 
out, and they were killed. A court of inquiry is sitting, but I 
believe the conductor in charge is almost the only survivor to tell 
the tale.” 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

About half-past ten p.m. (May 1) a fleet of magazine-boats, 
anchored under the old fort at Raj Ghaut, took fire, 8000 (more or 
less) barrels of powder exploded, carrying death and devastation 
before it, throwing down the high bank and all the houses, shattering 
everything. The hotel was blown to pieces, and most of the 
servants killed ; two young officers sleeping there, strange to say, 
escaped with rather severe injuries. Scarcely a soul of the 
crew, and only two sepahees of the guard, escaped; hands, feet, 
heads, trunks, and entire corpses lie strewed in all directions ; every 
house for many hundred yards round was unroofed, and many shaken 
down. The exact amount of killed is not yet known. Three 
hundred prisoners are hard at work exhuming the victims ; the 
two Shazadahs, whose houses were right and left of the hotel, have 
each lost their wives, and one his daughter ; the other his nephew 
and many followers. ‘The tollhouse over the hotel has come down 
entirely, not a boat appears to have escaped. Conductor Forsyth’s 
wife has not been found, and a river merchant lost all his boats, 
and his wife and some other relative; the man has gone mad. As 
far as can be ascertained, the fire took place at the lower end of the 
fleet. ‘The powder-boats being immediately under the hotel, it 
would seem that, had the boat been cut adrift at once, the rest 
might have been saved. The concussion was so great that windows 
were broken in Secrote, and the ground shook. The noise was 
terrific. Mr. Gordon’s house is much shaken; all hands were 
thrown out of their beds. The number of killed is variously 
estimated, but it must be more than 500, for the crew amounted to 
400, and very few, it is believed, escaped. A very large portion 
must have been blown into the river. 

FURTHER PARTICULARS. 

The Begum’s palace, which overlooked the Ghaut, is entirely 
destroyed. She was one of the Royal Family of Delhi, and, with her 
family, slaves, and all inmates, was smothered in the ruins, The 
Rev. Mr. Small’s substantial mission-house is also destroyed, and 
Mrs. Small killed. On the river the 35 ordnance-boats were sunk 
or destroyed, together with 28 boats laden with beer, the property 
of Messrs. Crump and Co., of Cawnpore, and also 12 or 16 laden 
with merchandise belonging to natives. The crews of these boats 
have, with very few exceptions, perished. The European who was 
in charge of Messrs. Crump and Co.’s boats escaped, being pulled 
insensible out of the water; his wife and family perished. A court 
of inquiry is sitting. 


LITERATURE, 
El Dorado. By Bayard Taylor. 
(Second Notice.) 

After fifty-one days Mr, Taylor and his friends arrived at 
the harbour of San Francisco. As a proof of how eager is the 
gold mania, on the very morning of their arrival eighteen of 
the crew of an American Government ship had escaped to the 
diggings. All over the heights, and along the shore for more 
than a mile, hundreds of tents and houses were scattered. 
‘© On every side stood buildings of all kinds, begun or half 
finished, and the greater part of them were canvas sheds, open 
in front and covered with all kinds of signs, in all languages. 
Great quantities of goods were piled up in the open air, for 
want of a place to store them. ‘The streets were full of people, 
hurrying to and fro, and of as diverse and bizarre a character 
as the houses— Yankees of every possible variety, native Cali- 
fornians in sarapes and sombreros, Chilians, Sonorians, Kana- 
kas from Hawaii, Chinese with long tails, Malays armed with 
their everlasting creeses,’’ &c. 

Various marvellous stories have been told of the cost of 
ordinary articles in California, and Mr. Taylor bears witness 
that, marvellous as they are, they have been by no means 
exaggerated. He tells us of one passenger who landed with 
himself bringing 1500 copies of various newspapers with him, 
and selling them in two hours at a poLtar A piece. He him- 
self, hearing of this exploit, looked up some dozen newspapers 
he had used to fill up crevices in packing his valise, and 
offered them to a ‘newspaper merchant,” asking him to name 
a price forthem. ‘I shall want,” replied the merchant, ‘to 
make a good profit on the retail price, and can’t give more than 
ten dollars for the Jot.””. But even more wondertul stories than 
this are told. The Parker-house, a species of hotel, was rented 
at 110,000 dollars yearly, 60,000 of which was paid by gamblers. 
On the right of this building was a canvas tent, 15 by 25 feet, 
also occupied by gamblers at a rent of 40,000 dollars. One of 
these stories takes a romantic turn. A citizen of San Francisco 
died insolvent to the amount of 41,000 dollars. His adminis- 
trators were delayed in settling his affairs, and in the mean 
time his real estate advanced so rapidly in value, owing to the 
discovery of the gold, that after his debts were paid his heirs 
were left in possession of a yearly income of 40,000 dollars. 

Before dark on the day of his arrival Mr, Taylor set out for 
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a walk and climbed a hill at the back of the town. From this 
position he gives us the following idea of a stranger’s sen- 
sations on first beholding San Francisco :— 

“The scettered houses spread out below me and the crowded 
shipping in the harbour, backed by a lofty line of mountains, made 
an imposing picture. The restless, feverish tide of life in that little 
spot, and the thought that what I then saw, and was yet to see, 
will hereafter fill one of the most marvellous pages of all history, 
rendered it singularly impressive. ‘The feeling was not decreased 
on talking that evening with some of the oldest residents (that is 
of six months’ standing) and hearing their several experiences. 
Every new-comer in San Francisco is overtaken with a sense of 
complete bewilderment. The mind, however it may be prepared 
for an astonishing condition of affairs, cannot immediately push 
aside its old instincts of value and ideas of business, letting all past 
experiences go for nought, and casting all its faculties for action, 
intercourse with its fellows, or advancement in any path of ambi- 
tion, into shapes which it never before imagined. Asin the turn of 
the dissolving views there is a period when it wears neither the old 
nor the new phase, but the vanishing images of the one and the 
growing perceptions of the other are blended in misty confusion, 
one knows not whether he is awake or in some wonderful dream !”’ 

But already, perhaps, the changing features have changed 
again, and Mr. Taylor himself might not recollect the San 
Francisco of his first visit. Three wecks after his landing in 
Catifornia, and after his first sight of this town, he returned 
and found that it had not only extended its limits but seemed 
to have doubled its number of dwellings : — 

“ High upon the hills, where I had seen only sand and chapparel, 
stood clusters of houses; streets which had been merely laid out 
were hemmed in with buildings, and thronged with people. New 
warehouses had sprung up on the water’s side, and new piers were 
creeping out towards the shipping. The forest of masts had greatly 
thickened; and the noise, motion, and bustle of business and labour 
on all sides were incessant. Verily the place was in itself a marvel. 
To say that it was daily enlarged by from twenty to thirty houses 
may not sound very remarkable, after all the stories that have been 
told. Yet this for a country which imported both lumber and 
horses, and where labour was then ten dollars a day, is an extraor- 
dinary growth. ‘lhe rapidity with which a ready-made house is put 
upand inhabited strikes the stranger in San Francisco as little short 
of magic. He waiks over an open lot in his before- breakfast stroll ; 
the next morning a house complete, with a family inside, blocks up 
his way. He goes down to the bay and looks out on the shipping ; 
two or three days afterwards a row of storehouses staring him in 
the face intercepts his view.” 

There are more valuable parts of Mr. Taylor’s book which 
will be read by those who look for something more than 
amusement. His account of the missions of California, and 
their reconstitution and destruction, is peculiarly interesting. 
We now recommend these two volumes, whose cheapness is 
almost as marvellous as their contents, to our readers, who will 
amuse and instruct themselves by perusing them throughout.

O’Brien’’—a masterpiece of Tish feeling and-humour. It is 
long since the magazine reader had anything half so good put 
before him. The mixture of pathos and oddity is in the hap- 
piest vein, and perfectly true to Irish nature.

‘** Agnes Sorel and her Contemporaries ” is a disappointment.

MUSICAL REVIEWS. 


Songs of a Student. The poetry by Byron, Shelley, Coleridge, 
Leigh Hunt, Bulwer, Laman Blanchard, Godolphin, and Mrs. 
Hemans. The music composed by Edward Francis Fitzwilliam. 
Alleroft, New Bond-street.—These ‘Songs of a Student” form 
a very beautiful little volume, brought out in excellent taste. Mr. 
Fitzwilliam studied under Sir Henry Bishop, so that to criticise 
his music becomes an easy task, it being correct, musician-like, 
and full of melodic taste. The volume contains eighteen songs in 
varied styles, each possessing great merit; and we can safely 
recommend the work as being sure to contain something to delight 
every one. 


Her Magsesty’s THEATRE, — On Saturday last “I 
Capuletti ed i Montecchi,” by Bellini, was produced, for the double 
purpose of giving Mlle. Parodi an opportunity of appearing as 

Zomeo, and introducing Gardoni for the first time this season. 
Upon this occasion the opera was really Bellini’s, not after the 
usual custom of giving a part of Bellini’s opera mixed up with a 
portion of the ‘ Giulietta e Romeo” of Vaccai. We have always 
been enemies to the insulting and foolish system of allowing 
singers from mere caprice to mutilate composers’ works ; and that 
we are justified in our dislike to such proceedings is proved by the 
success operas always meet with when returned to their original 
form. This was fully exemplified on Saturday, for never was “I 
Capuletti ed i Montecchi’’ so successful with an English audience. 
The music, like all Bellini’s, is full of chaste and beautiful melody, 
and is at the same time powerful and soul-stirring when occasion 
requires it to be so. Parodi was admirable in Romeo, which, by the 
by, was one of the finest parts of her instructress, the great Pasta. 
It is in such characters as these, where more masculine force than 
feminine feeling is required, that this clever artist excels. Madame 
Frezzolini made a very fair Juliet; but she possesses too little of 
the gentleness we generally attribute to the love-sick girl, who, if 
we mistake not, was only about fourteen or fifteen years of age 
when her undying story is supposed to have been really enacted. 
The reappearance of Gardoni was hailed with enthusiasm, and we 
were gratified to find him so much improved with regard to power. 
His voice is as sweet asever. He was eminently successful in the 
aria, “‘ L’amo, ah l’amo,” and also in the duet with Romeo in the 
second act. M. Belletti was the Capulet, and did all that could be 
done with so unthankful a part. On Tuesday the above opera was 
repeated; and on Thursday Signor Puzzi took his benefit, when 
was given Cimarosa’s opera of ‘Il Matrimonio Segreto,”’ sup- 
ported by Madame Sontag, Parodi, and Frezzolini; Calzolari, F. 
Lablache, and the Lablache. Then followed a selection from 
Verdi’s ‘* I Due Foscari,”’ with Giuliani and Coletti as the vocalists,

and from ‘I Capuletti ed i Montecchi,”’ supported by Parodi and 
Gardoni, the whole ending with the ballet of ‘Les Plaisirs 
d’Hiver,” with the celebrated skating scene. The house was 
crowded, and the whole went off with great éclat. 


Roya Irat1an OprrA.—“ Le Prophéte” has proved so 
decidedly attractive that two nights this week out of the three it 
has been repeated. Certainly, taken as a whole, it is impossible to 
witness a performance more magnificently perfect. We have so 
so often had occasion to praise this opera in every respect that we 
are at a loss to find expressions to carry our commendation further. 
On Tuesday “ Roberto il Diavolo”’ was given, when Mme. Grisi as 
Alice, Tamberlik as Roberto, and Herr Formeés as Bertramo, pro- 
duced their usual electric effects. ‘Lhe scene of the nuns coming 
from their graves was as appalling as ever, and the whole opera 
went off with an éclat no less brilliant than formerly. 


Frencu Puiays.— The first appearance of the great 
French tragedian, Mlle. Rachel, took piace on Monday last. Her 
engagement is limited to twelve representations. It is now three 
years since her last performance in England, and we were glad to 
find both her strength and appearance greatly improved. The piece 
selected for her début was ‘* Phédre;”’ the story of which, in itself 
repugnant enough, loses much of its horror when portrayed by this 
consummate artiste; but still we would rather be made to feel and 
to sympathize with virtue than with vice. As an actress, no one in 
our days has ever come near Rachel on the French stage. She is 
the O’Neill of France; and those who are old enough to remember 
this English artist would do well to witness the performance of 
Rachel, tor they would very frequently be reminded of their former 
favourite. ‘There is the same feminine delicacy, with the like mas- 
culine power of mind. On Wednesday ‘*L’Amour et la Raison,”’ 
with ‘“ Bajazet,”” was given. In the latter piece Mlle. Rachel 
charmed the audience in her well-known character of Roxane. 
The theatre has been crowded at every performance. 


HayMmarkeET.—This week will terminate the present 
season. ‘There have been no novelties, ‘‘ None but the Brave 
deserve the Fair,’’ and the burlesque of ‘* The Enchanted Isle,” 
being the principal pieces of the week, to which have been added 
the old favourites of ‘*‘ The Swiss Cottage” and “ An Alarming 
Sacrifice.’ On Thursday ‘‘ The Serious Family ” was performed, 
and produced its usual merriment. On Monday next Mr. Webster 
takes his benefit, under the immediate patronage of her Most 
Gracious Majesty. The pieces selected for the occasion are “The 
Roused Lion,” ‘* Who’s your Friend?” and ‘* The Enchanted 
Isle.” Mlle. Nau will sing a popular air, and Mr. Webster will 
deliver a farewelladdress. ‘That the house will be crowded we sin- 
cerely hope, and certainly expect. 


ApeLpu1.—On Wednesday Miss Woolgar took her 
benefit, andthe crowded state of the house and the long string of 
carriages in the Strand showed the favour in which this young ‘and 
rising actress is held by the public. The production of Mr. Knowles’s 
“ Hunchback ”’ afforded her an opportunity of displaying her fine 
talents in a higher class of character than that to which she has 
hitherto been accustomed. 


Lyceum.—On Wednesday this theatre was opened for 
that night only, for the benefit of Mr. Frank Mathews. ‘+ Simpson 
and Co.,”’ “‘ The Follies of a Night,” and ‘‘ He Would be an Actor,” 
were the pieces, all of which went off with their usual éclat, and 
sat F. pL was greeted by his friends in a manner he richly 

eserved. 


Stranp.—On Thursday evening, after “ King René’s 
Daughter,” an excellent little burlesque was produced; indeed, for 
smartness of dialogue, we know of none of its numerous predecessors 
that could surpass it. It bears the classical title of ‘* Alcestis,”’ to 
which is added a second, ‘¢ The Original Strong-minded Woman.” 
Those who are acquainted with the tragedy by Euripides will be de- 
lighted to see, in these our modern times, how greatly that tragedy, 
as now produced, is relished. To those who are not acquainted with it, 
the following detail of the affecting tale, extracted from the playbill, 
will at once enlighten and delight :—‘* The plot, which has been 
thought an eligible plot for building our story on, is therefore 
mainly referrible to the injured individual above mentioned, and 
may be thus briefly described. Admetus, being due to Death, and 
as such totally unprepared to take himself up, is about to betake 
himself down according to previous arrangement; when Orcus, who 
had been meanwhile trying his mean wiles upon Alcestis (Admetus’ 
very much better half), expresses himself willing to receive her as 
a substitute; her husband, friends, and relations not feeling quite 
so disposed to be disposed of. Alcestis, however, consents, packs 
up her own traps, and then obligingly goes packing down those of 
Orcus. Atthis melancholy juncture Hercules chances to be passing 
through Thessaly on his return from his provincial engagements ; 
and, having a knack of turning up a trump ata rub, plays his club 
so judiciously as to retake the Queen in spite of the deuce, and 
restores her to her family and friends.” Allthe performers exerted 
themselves to the uttermost, and produced roars of laughter, which 
brought the whole to a joyous conclusion. The author is the son of 
Mr. Justice Talfourd, and is a very young man. We believe this to 
be his ‘‘ first appearance on any stage,” but we trust it may not be 
the last. 


Surrey.—Bellini’s “ Sonnambula” was announced for 
Wednesday, and created vast interest, which the state of 
the house proved, and it certainly gave universal satisfaction. 
Borani’s Rodolpho is too well known to require description ; 
his rich voice told well in the two airs, and in all the 
concerted pieces he had to sing. ‘Travers’s Elvino was very 
naturally given. It has been a custom to make this part too 
gentlemanly, but Travers keeps up its integrity as a respec- 
table young farmer. He sang ‘‘Gently o’er my heart is 
stealing” most beautifully. Widdicomb as the Barber kept 
the house in a roar. Miss Jane Coveney as Lisa displayed the 
passions of jealousy and spite with greater force than we gave her 
gentle style credit for. The main attraction of the evening was the 
first appearance at this theatre of Miss Annie Romer as Amina 
and whose advent was looked forward to with great anxiety. The 
result was most satisfactory and successful. Her voice was in ex- 
cellent order, and we never remember her singing so finely 
She gave ‘‘ Dear friends and companions,” ** Take this ring,” and 
her aria in the finale, ‘Do not mingle,” in the first style of excel- 
lence. She acted the part as well as she executed the music. She 
was several times encored, twice called before the curtain, and 
received showers of Louquets. We congratulate the management 
of the Surrey on such an addition of vocal strength to their 
company. Rodwell’s laughable farce of “My Wife’s Out’? was 
the second piece, and, with Widdicomb, Miss Coveney, and Miss 
Laporte (who was encored in ‘ Betty’s Lament’’), kept the house in 
great good humour.

LAW AND POLICE 


A LADY THRUST OUT OF A SHOP IN OXFORD-STREET, ' 

At Marlborough-street, Mr. Wayre, silk-mercer and draper, of No. 96, 
Oxford-street, Wa3 summoned before Mr. Bingham for having assaulted Mrs. 
Hannah Denning, the wife of a respectable tradesman.— Mrs. Denning said 
she lived at No. 66, Marylebone-lane. On Tuesday evening she went with a 
friend into Oxford-street, and seeing a mantle in the shop of the defendant, 
with a printed ticket affixed, stating the price to be a guinea, she entered 
the shop, and after looking at it agreed to be the purchaser. Defendant, 
who showed the mantle, pressed her to walk to the back of the shop to try 
on another mantle, but she said she would have the one she had chosen, 
Defendant put it up, and she said, ‘‘ The price is one guinea, as marked on 
the ticket?” Defendant replied, ‘The price is a guinea and a half, that 
price being on the ticket, which I will produce.” Defendant produced a 
ticket with the words “one guinea” printed on it, and “3” in a figure 
written very small. Complainant declared that that was not the ticket which 
was on the mantle when in the window, or, if it was, the ot ina figure had 
just been written upon it. Defendant told her not to be impertinent, and to 
gooutofthe shop. Before she could have time to reply defendant rapes 
her violently into the street, and nearly occasioned her to falldown, Com- 
plainant turned round, and told him that if that was his treatment he should 
hear further about it. Several persons assembled round the door on account 
of the defendant’s conduct.—Miss Anne Coles was with the complainant at 
the time of the transaction; saw the mantle with the ticket on it, and was 
certain the price was marked in words, “one guinea,” and that no figures 
were on the ticket. Did not think the ticket afterwards shown by defen- 
dant, and which had the figures on it, was the ticket on the mantle. Com- 
plainant was pushed by the defendant with great violence out of the shop.— 
Mr. Bingham said he was willing to give every reasonable advantage to an 
accused person, and would therefore assume that the ticket produced was in 
the same state as when placed on the mantle, and that it was. really the 
ticket seen by the complainant. But if respectable tradesmen 1n Oxford- 
street chose to carry on business in such a way, by having tickets printed 
with part of the price in large characters, and the other part in such small 
figures that no ordinary eyes could possibly see them, they could have
